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INTRODUCTION. 


The  facts  embraced  in  this  compilation  are  limited  chiefly  to  that 
branch  of  the  Washington  family  from  which  the  compiler  is  imme- 
diately descended,  and  incidentally  extending  back  to  Colonel  John 
Washington,  the  emigrant  from  England  to  Bridges'  Creek,  West- 
moreland County,  Virginia,  and  his  second  wife  Anne  (Pope)  Wash- 
ington, of  the  last-named  place. 

John  Thornton  Augustin  Washington,  the  compiler's  father,  and 
late  of  Jefferson  County,  Virginia,  now  West  Virginia,  was  a  grandson 
of  Colonel  Samuel  Washington,  the  oldest  full  brother  of  the  great 
general,  statesman,  and  first  President  of  the  United  States,  and  the 
fifth  generation  in  descent  from  the  above-mentioned  Colonel  John 
Washington. 

It  was  originally  contemplated  to  include  in  this  undertaking  a  sim- 
ilar history  of  all  the  descendants  of  Augustine,  the  father  of  General 
Washington,  and  to  that  end  the  greater  portion  of  the  necessary  data 
had  been  collected,  especially  that  relating  to  the  earlier  generations. 
But  it  was  discovered  that  many  descendants  of  the  other  brothers 
were  widely  scattered  and  satisfactory  accounts  of  them  much  more 
difficult  to  obtain,  demanding  an  amount  of  time  and  labor  beyond 
the  compiler's  control.  He  therefore  reluctantly  concluded,  rather 
than  take  the  chances  of  an  indefinite  postponement,  to  confine  his 
studies  to  the  limits  indicated,  trusting  that  at  some  future  time  he 
might  be  able  to  carry  out  the  more  extended  plan. 

Opportunities  of  an  exceptionally  favorable  character,  extending 
through  a  protracted  sojourn  at  the  National  Capital,  afforded  the 
compiler  access  to  many  most  reliable  records  and  consultations  with 
parties  well  informed  relating  to  the  history  of  the  Washington 
family. 

He  has  freely  availed  himself  of  these  fortunate  circumstances,  and  in 
so  doing  has  endeavored  not  to  allow  his  judgment  to  be  controlled 
by  an  over-partial  sentiment  in  the  acceptance  as  facts  matter  that 
further  investigation  might  show  to  be  wanting  in  proof. 

The  "  coat  of  arms  "  here  presented  is  a  photo-lithographic  copy  of  an 
engraving  to  be  found  in  Benson  J.  Iyossiug's  "Mount  Vernon  and 
its  Associations,"  and  of  which  he  says:  "In  many  an  ancient  vol- 
ume in  the  library  at  Mount  Vernon,  while  the  mansion  remained  in 
the  possession  of  the  Washington  family,  was  the  engraved  book-plate 
of  the  illustrious  proprietor,  which  displayed,  as  usual,  the  name  and 
armorial  bearings  of  the  owner.     The  language  of  heraldry  learnedly 
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describes  the  family  arms  of  Washington  as  'Argent,  2  bars  gules  in 
chief,  3  mullets  of  the  second.  Crest,  a  raven  with  wings,  endorsed 
proper,  issuing  out  of  a  ducal  coronet  or. '  All  this  may  be  inter- 
preted, a  white  silver  shield  with  two  red  bars  across  it  and  above  them 
three  spur  rowels  ;  the  combination  has  several  points  of  resemblance 
to  ( the  stripes  and  stars '  of  our  own  national  ensign.  The  crest  a 
raven  of  natural  color,  issuing  out  of  a  golden  ducal  coronet.  The 
three  mullets,  or  star  figures,  indicated  the  filial  distinction  of  the 
third  son." 

It  is  known  that  Washington  sometimes  used  a  modification  of  this 
coat  of  arms,  with  an  eagle  instead  of  a  raven  issuant,  but  it  is  be- 
lieved that  the  one  here  given  is  that  which  he  commonly  used  and 
which  may  be  regarded  as  the  American  coat  of  arms  of  the  Washing- 
ton family. 

The  uncertainty  which  so  long  and  up  to  a  very  recent  date  baffled 
the  most  careful  research  with  regard  to  the  English  pedigree  of  the 
American  branch  of  the  Washington  family,  seems  at  last  to  be  set- 
tled almost  beyond  the  possibility  of  a  doubt  by  the  astute  and  pa- 
tient investigations  in  England  by  our  countryman,  Mr.  Henry  F. 
Waters,  A.M.,  whose  studies  are  presented  in  an  article  entitled  "  An 
Examination  of  the  English  Ancestry  of  George  Washington,"  setting 
forth  the  evidence  to  connect  him  with  the  Washingtons  of  Sulgrave 
and  Brington,  in  the  New  England  Historic  and  Genealogical  Reg- 
ister for  October,  1889. 

Mr.  William  H.  Whitmore,  the  accomplished  editor  of  the  reprint, 
says  in  his  "  Conclusion  "  thereon  :  "Mr.  Waters  has  made  out  a  pedi- 
gree in  the  highest  degree  probable,  and  lacking  absolute  certainty 
upon  the  two  following  points"  *  *  *  and,  "it  may  be  fairly 
added  that  while  legal  evidence  on  these  two  points  is  lacking,  the  in- 
dustry and  acuteness  of  Mr.  Waters  are  signally  shown  in  the  great 
amount  of  circumstantial  evidence  by  him  collected,  which,  indeed, 
affords  us  a  moral  certainty  of  the  entire  correctness  of  the  pedigree." 

The  tabular  pedigree  hereto  appended  was  compiled  by  Mr.  Waters 
to  illustrate  his  article,  extending  from  John  Washington,  of  Lancas- 
ter County,  England,  down  to  Colonel  Samuel  Washington,  the  oldest 
full  brother  of  General  George  Washington,  and  the  ancestor  of  the 
compiler,  as  has  been  fully  set  forth  in  the  body  of  this  work. 

The  compiler  has  also,  to  use  a  simile  employed  by  Mr.  Waters, 
taken  up  the  end  of  the  chain  where  it  was  dropped  at  the  English 
end  of  the  line,  and  extended  it  therefrom  so  as  to  include  his  own 
family  as  it  exists  at  the  present  writing.

Col.  JOHN  WASHINGTON. 


Colonel  John  Washington,  the  emigrant  and  ancestor 
in  America  of  George  Washington,  the  first  President  of 
the  United  States,  as  will  be  seen  by  reference  to  the  tab- 
ulated pedigree  to  be  found  in  this  compilation,  was  a 
lineal  descendant  of  the  Washingtons  of  Sulgrave  and 
Brington,  being  the  fifth  generation  in  descent  from 
Laurence  Washington,  of  Northampton  and  Gray's  Inn, 
Mayor  of  Northampton  and  Grantee  of  the  Manor  of 
Sulgrave  under  King  Henry  the  VIII.,  early  in  the  six- 
teenth century,  and  his  wife  Ann,  daughter  of  Robert 
Partiger,  of  Gretworth,  gentleman,  and  the  eighth  gener- 
ation in  descent  from  John  Washington,  of  Whitfield, 
Lancaster  County,  England. 

This  statement  is  based  upon  the  most  recent  and  ac- 
cepted authority,  and  fully  corroborates  the  pedigree  as 
claimed  by  Sparks,  Irving,  and  other  eminent  historians 
and  biographers  who  have  devoted  their  researches  to 
the  subject  (a). 

Colonel  John  Washington  with  his  wifej[6)  and  one 
child  emigrated  to  America  in  1659  (c),  bought  and  set-

ington family  of  America.

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tied  upon  lands  on  Pope's  and  Bridges'  Creeks  (a)  near 
their  junction  with  the  Potomac,  in  what  is  now  West- 
moreland County,  Virginia.  A  younger  brother,  Lau- 
rence, also  came  to  Virginia  about  the  year  1667  (b)  and 
bought  lands  adjoining  his  brother's,  but  subsequently 
moved  to  Rappahannock  County,  where  he  died  in  1677. 
His  will  bears  date  September  27,  1677,  and  in  it  he 
names  his  brother  John  as  one  of  his  executors. 

The  register  of  the  ship  upon  which  John  Washington, 
his  wife  and  child,  came  to  Virginia,  states  that  the  ves- 
sel was  owned  by  Edward  Prescott  and  commanded  by 
John  Green.  It  is  rendered  almost  certain  that  a  second 
child  was  born  to  this  family  in  Virginia,  as  in  a  letter 
from  Colonel  Washington  to  Governor  Fendall,  of  Mary- 
land, bearing  date  September  30,  1659,  regretting  his  in- 
ability to  attend  the  provincial  court  of  Maryland  on  ac- 
count of  his  having  arranged  to  have  his  "  young  sonne 
baptised.  All  ye  company  and  gossips  being  already 
invited." 

His  first  wife  and  all  his  children  by  her  died  shortly 
after  this  date  and  were  buried  on  his  plantation.  In 
his  will  he  refers  to  them  and  requests  to  be  buried  "  on 
his  plantation  by  the  side  of  his  wife  and  two  children." 
Although  the  data  is  meagre,  all  the  available  testimony 

(a)  The  site  of  the  old  family  residence  of  Colonel  John  Washington  is 
near  the  banks  of  Pope's  Creek  and  not  on  Bridges'  Creek,  as  is  generally 
written  and  believed.  The  old  family  vault  and  burying  ground  is  near 
Bridges'  Creek,  about  a  mile  in  a  northerly  direction  from  the  site  of  the 
residence.  Pope's  Creek  is  an  arm  or  estuary  of  the  Potomac  of  consider- 
able width  containing  islands,  but  at  present  not  navigable,  while  Bridges' 
Creek  is  scarcely  more  than  a  deep  ravine  fordable  at  its  mouth  at  low  tide. 
The  two  creeks  are  about  a  mile  apart  at  their  mouths,  the  latter  emptying 
into  the  Potomac  above  Pope's  Creek.  (See  U.  S.  Coast  Survey  Chart.) 
The  site  of  the  old  house  with  eleven  acres  surrounding  it,  and  that  of  the 
burial  place  with  a  strip  of  land  for  a  public  highway  connecting  them  and 
the  river  at  the  mouth  of  Bridges'  Creek,  are  now  the  property  of  the  United 
States,  title  thereto  having  been  acquired  several  years  ago  by  purchase 
from  Mr.  John  E.  Wilson,  the  owner  of  that  portion  of  the  old  John  Wash- 
ington estate.  The  State  of  Virginia  having  also,  by  act  of  its  Legislature, 
ceded  any  contingent  claim  she  might  have  had  in  the  birthplace.

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goes  to  show  that  John  Washington  was  a  man  of  high 
character  and  influence  in  the  community  in  which  he 
lived.  He  was  an  extensive  planter  and  acquired  large 
bodies  of  land.  He  was  appointed  to  a  military  com- 
mand and  cooperated  with  the  Maryland  forces  in  the 
suppression  of  Indians  along  the  Potomac.  He  also 
served  in  the  House  of  Burgesses.  He  was  church  war- 
den of  old  "  White  Chapel "  in  1661,  and  the  parish  in 
which  he  lived  was  named  "  Washington  Parish  "  in  rec- 
ognition of  his  public  services  and  private  virtues,  and 
is  still  known  by  his  name.  In  1660  he  was  united  in 
marriage  with  Ann  Pope,  of  Westmoreland  County,  Vir- 
ginia, whose  ancestors  gave  name  to  Pope's  Creek,  by 
whom  he  had  three  children,  two  sons  and  a  daughter, 
says  General  Washington  in  his  letter  of  May  2,  1792, 
to  Sir  Francis  Heard,  Garter  Principal,  King-at-Arms, 
London. 

The  death  of  Colonel  John  Washington  took  place 
within  a  few  days  of  that  of  his  brother  Laurence.  His 
will  was  proven  January  10, 1677,  and  is  of  record  in  the 
court-house  of  Westmoreland  County,  Virginia.  In  his 
will  he  names  his  brother  Laurence  and  his  surviving 
wife  as  his  executors,  and  names  his  surviving  children 
as  "  Jonn,  Laurence,  and  Ann."  His  remains  were  in- 
terred as  he  directed  in  a  vault  at  Bridges'  Creek,  and 
which  was  the  family  burial  place  of  the  Washingtons 
for  several  generations  afterwards.  Children  by  second 
wife,  Ann  Pope :  (1)  Laurence  Washington,  born  at 
Bridges'  Creek,  Virginia,  about  1661 ;  (2)  John  Washing- 
ton, born  at  Bridges'  Creek,  Virginia,  about  1663 ;  (3) 
Ann  Washington,  born  at  Bridges'  Creek,  Virginia,  about 
1667.     She  married  Major  Francis  Wright  (/). 

(/)  The  above  facts  relating  to  the  history  of  Colonel  John  Washington, 
with  the  exception  of  those  embraced  in  the  first  paragraph  bearing  upon

Laurence  Washington,  the  first  child  of  John,  the 
emigrant,  by  his  second  wife,  Anne  Pope,  married  Mil- 
dred, daughter  of  Colonel  Augustine  Warner,  of  Glou- 
cester County,  Virginia,  about  1690.  He  had  three 
children,  two  sons  and  a  daughter  : 

1. — John  Washington,  born  at  Bridges'  Creek,  West- 
moreland County,  Virginia,  about  1692. 

2.— Augustine  Washington,  born  at  Bridges'  Creek, 
Westmoreland  County,  Virginia,  about  1694. 

3. — Mildred  Washington  (a),  born  at  Bridges'  Creek, 
Westmoreland  County,  Virginia,  about  1696.  She  mar- 
ried "  Roger  "  Gregory.  Laurence  Washington  died  on 
his  estate  in  1697  and  was  interred  in  the  family  vault 
at  Bridges'  Creek.  His  widow  married  George  Gale, 
Esq.— Washington's  letter,  May  2,  1792  (6). 

in  the  Washington  "  Evening  Star  "  of  February  23,  1886,  from  the  pen  of 
Dr.  J.  M.  Toner,  of  Washington,  D.  C,  widely  known  for  his  historical  re- 
searches and  who  is  unquestionably  the  highest  living  authority  on  mat- 
ters relating  to  the  life  and  ancestry  of  our  great  general,  statesman,  and 
first  President.

Henry  Willis,  of  Fredericksburg,  and  by  him  the  present  Colonel  Lewis 
Willis,  of  Fredericksburg." — Washington's  letter.  May  2,  1792.

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AUGUSTINE  WASHINGTON. 


Augustine  Washington  was  the  second  child  of  Lau- 
rence and  Mildred  (Warner)  Washington,  and  grandson 
of  Colonel  John,  the  pioneer  of  the  family  to  Virginia; 
was  born  at  Bridges'  Creek,  Westmoreland  County,  Vir- 
ginia, 1694.  He  married  April  20,  1715,  Jane,  daughter 
of  Caleb  Butler,  of  Westmoreland  County,  Virginia,  by 
whom  he  had  four  children  : 

1. — Butler  Washington,  born  at  Bridges'  Creek,  Vir- 
ginia, 1716 ;  died  young. 

2. — Laurence  Washington,  born  at  Bridges'  Creek, 
Virginia,  1718. 

3. — Augustine  Washington,  born  at  Bridges'  Creek, 
Virginia,  1720. 

4. — Jane  Washington,  born  at  Bridges'  Creek,  Vir- 
ginia, 1722 ;  died  January  17,  1735. 

His  (Augustine  Washington's)  wife  and  the  mother  of 
these  children  died  November  24, 1728.  He  married  as 
his  second  wife,  Mary,  daughter  of  Joseph  Ball  (a),  of 
Lancaster  County,  Virginia,  March  6,  1731.  She  bore 
him  six  children — four  sons  and  two  daughters.  (1-2) 
George  Washington,  born,  "  Wakefield  "  (b),  on  Bridges' 

(a)  Joseph  Ball,  the  father  of  Mary  Ball  (c)  (Washington),  married  a 
widow,  Mary  Johnston,  of  Epping  Forest,  Lancaster  County,  Virginia. 
The  widow  Johnson  had  one  child,  a  daughter  by  her  first  husband. — See 
a  pamphlet  published  by  Mr.  George  Washington  Ball,  of  Fauquier   County, 

Virginia,   a  descendant  of  the   Ball  family,   and  also    of    Colonel    Charles 

Washington,  a  brother  of  General   Washington. 

It  was 
burned  and  the  site  of  it  was  until  recently  marked  by  fragments  of  a 
marble  slab  placed  there  by  George  Washington  Parke  Curtis,  General 
Washington's  adopted  son,  in  June,  1815.

(4-2)  John  Augustine 
Washington,  born,  "  Wakefield,"  on  Bridges'  Creek, 
January  13,  1736  (a) ;  died  on  his  estate  at  Nomony, 
Westmoreland  County,  Virginia,  and  was  buried  there. 
(5-2)  Charles  Washington,  born,  "Wakefield,"  on  Bridges' 
Creek,  Westmoreland  County,  Virginia,  May  2,  1738. 
(6-2)  Mildred  Washington,  born,  "  Wakefield,"  on 
Bridges'  Creek,  June  21,  1739 ;    died  October  23,  1740. 

Augustine  Washington  acquired  by  his  industry  and 
business  capacity  a  number  of  valuable  plantations  on 
the  Potomac  and  Rappahannock  Hi  vers.  As  early  as 
1722  he  owned  and  operated  a  plantation  and  mineral 
lands  in  Stafford  County  nearly  opposite  the  city  of 
Fredericksburg,  Virginia,  where  he  resided  at  the  time 
of  his  death,  April  12,  1743.  He  left  his  widow  and 
children  well  provided.  To  each  of  his  sons  he  left  by 
will  valuable  lands  and  other  securities.  His  remains 
were  taken  to  and  interred  in  the  family  vault  at 
Bridges'  Creek  in  Westmoreland  County,  Virginia. 

The  following  memoranda  is  copied  from  the  family 
Bible  of  Augustine,  owned  by  the  descendants  of  his 
second  wife : 

"  Augustine  Washington  and  Mary  Ball  married  the 
sixth  of  March,  1730-'31. 

"  George  Washington,  son  of  Augustine  and  Mary,  his 
wife,  was  born  ye  11th  day  of  February,  173J,  about  ten

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in  the  morning,  and  was  baptized  the  5th  of  April  fol- 
lowing. Mr.  Beverly  Whiting  and  Captain  Christopher 
Brooks,  godfathers,  and  Mrs.  Mildred  Gregory,  god- 
mother. 

"  Betty  Washington,  born  the  20th  June,  1733,  about 
6  in  ye  morning. 

"  Samuel  Washington  was  born  ye  16  of  Nov.,  1734, 
about  3  in  ye  morning. 

"  John  Augustine  Washington  was  born  ye  13  Jany., 
about  2  in  ye  morning,  1735-6. 

"  Charles  Washington  was  born  ye  2  day  of  May,  about 
3  in  ye  morning,  1738. 

"  Mildred  Washington  was  born  ye  21  of  June,  1739, 
about  9  at  night. 

"  Mildred  Washington  departed  this  life  Oct.  ye  23, 
1740,  being  Thursday,  about  12  o'clock  at  noon,  aged  1 
year  and  4  months. 

"  Augustine  Washington  departed  this  life  ye  12  day 
of  April,  1743,  aged  49  years." 

Laurence  and  Augustine  Washington,  sons  of  Augus- 
tine and  (Anne  Butler)  Washington  and  half  brothers  of 
George,  Samuel,  John,  Augustine,  and  Charles,  all  mar- 
ried and  left  families  except  George,  who,  although  he 
married,  left  no  children.  Therefore  those  families,  kin 
of  Washington  and  bearing  the  name,  may  be  traced  to 
the  families  as  here  named  (a).

Note  by  the  Compiler. — The  story  contained  in  Benson  J.  Lossing's 
recent  work  entitled  "  Mary  and  Martha,"  in  which  he  endeavors  to  show 
that  General  Washington  was  born  in  England,  the  return  of  his  father 
and  mother,  Augustine  and  Mary  (Ball)  Washington  to  this  country,  and 
to  the  old  family  residence  on  Pope's  Creek,  and  the  burning  of  the  same 
in  1735,  is  beyond  doubt  a  fiction,  and  largely  a  creation  of  his  own  fancy 
due  to  a  desire  to  give  notoriety  to  his  book  with  the  public. 

Mr.  John  E.  Wilson,  the  proprietor  of  "  Wakefield,"  in  a  letter  to  the 
compiler  from  that  place,  dated  October  28,  1890,  says:  "  Lossing's  ac- 
count of  the  burning  of  Augustine  Washington's  house  in  1735  I  believe  is 
entirely  imaginary,  and  not  founded  on  any  facts  either  recorded  or  tradi- 
tionary that  I  have  ever  heard  of.  *  *  *  I  know  of  no  reason  to  doubt 
that  the  house  in  which  Washington  was  born  stood  until  the  closing 
years  of  the  revolutionary  war,  when  it  was  the  residence  of  his  nephew, 
William  Augustine  Washington.  There  is  abundant  written  evidence  to 
prove  this,  but  I  am  not  in  possession  of  it  here.  When  I  came  to  the 
county  in   184G  there  was  at  least  one  old  man,  Henry  Wildon,  who  said

Samuel  Washington,  third  child  of  Augustine  and 
second  wife,  Mary  (Ball)  Washington,  and  the  oldest 
full  brother  of  General  Washington,  was  born  at  "  Wake- 
field," Westmoreland  County,  Virginia,  November  16, 
1734.  He  removed  from  Chotanck,  King  George  County, 
to  Frederick,  afterwards  Berkeley  County,  Virginia, 
about  1768-70.  He  died  at  "Harewood,"  his  family 
seat,  in  the  fall  of  1781,  aged  47.  His  will  is  on  record  at 
Martinsburg,  the  county  seat  of  Berkeley  County,  West 
Virginia,  and  is  dated  September  9,  1781,  and  was  pro- 
bated December  18,  1781.  He  was  buried  in  the  family 
burying  ground  at  Harewood.  Samuel  Washington  mar- 
ried second  wife,  Mildred,  daughter  of  Colonel  John 
Thornton  of  Spottsylvania  County,  Virginia. 

that  he  remembered  the  house,  and  who  died  in  1858.  I  do  not  know  his 
age,  but  he  was  said  to  be  the  oldest  man  in  the  county  at  the  time  of  his 
death.  Mrs.  Sarah  Tayloe  Washington,  my  wife's  mother,  born  in  1800 
(died  in  1886),  daughter  of  William  Augustine  Washington,  knew  in 
childhood  many  persons  who  remembered  the  house  and  the  circum- 
stances of  its  accidental  burning.  These  included  her  father,  William 
Augustine,  and  intimate  friends  of  the  family,  and  old  family  servants  all 
concurred  in  dating  the  fire  in  1779." 

Some  of  the  historians,  including  Sparks,  while  admitting  that  George 
Washington  was  born  at  the  old  mansion,  say  that  shortly  after  that  event 
Augustine  Washington  removed  with  his  family  to  a  plantation  which  he 
owned  on  the  Rappahannock  River,  and  to  a  dwelling  thereon  nearly 
opposite  to  the  town  of  Fredericksburg,  and  where  he  resided  at  the  time 
of  his  death,  April  12,  1743.  The  exact  date  of  Augustine  Washington's 
removal  the  compiler  has  not  been  able  to  ascertain.  His  will  is  on 
record  at  the  county  seat  of  King  George  County,  Virginia. 

The  other  children  are  sometimes  reported  as  having  been  all  born  in 
Westmoreland  County,  and  by  others  in  Stafford.  The  opinion  of  the 
compiler,  sustained  by  the  most  authoritative  evidence  so  far  attainable, 
tends  to  the  belief  that  all  of  Augustine  Washington's  children  by  the 
second  wife,  Mary  (Ball),  were  born  at  the  old  mansion  in  Westmoreland 
County.

Colonel  Samuel  Washington  married  fourth  wife, 
Anne,  daughter  of  Colonel  William  Steptoe  and  widow 
of  Willoughby  Allerton.

(a)  Samuel  Washington's  second  wife,  Mildred  Thornton,  was  a  grand- 
daughter of  Mildred  (Washington)  Gregory,  General  Washington's  aunt  and 
godmother.  Her  first  husband  was  ''Roger"  Gregory.  She  bore  him 
three  children,  all  daughters: 

1. —  Francis,  born  at  Bridges'  Creek,  Virginia,  about  1716. 

2. — Mildred,  born  at  Bridges'  Creek,  Virginia,  about  1718. 

3. — Elizabeth,  born  at  Bridges'  Creek,  Virginia,  about  1720. 

The  three  sisters  married  three  brothers,  Colonel  Francis  Thornton,  Col- 
onel John  Thornton,  and  Reuben  Thornton,  all  of  Spottsylvania  County, 
Virginia. —  Washington's  letter  of  May  2,   1792. 

At  the  date  of  this  marriage,  which  is  estimated  by  the  compiler  to  have 
taken  place  about  1759,  Samuel  Washington  was  about  25  years  old  and 
his  wife  about  20.  The  children  of  the  second  wife,  Mildred  (Thornton) 
Washington,  were  born  in  King  George  County  from  1760-63,  and  those 
by'his  fourth  wife,  Anne  (Allerton)  Washington,  are  believed  to  have  all 
been  born  at  "  Harewood,"  Berkeley  County,  Virginia,  now  Jefferson 
County,  West  Virginia,  from  1773  to  1780. 
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daughter  of  Colonel  John  Thornton  (b).  Third  to  Lucy, 
daughter  of  Nathaniel  Chapman.  Fourth  to  Anne, 
daughter  of  Colonel  William  Steptoe  and  widow  of  Wil- 
loughby  Allerton.  Fifth  to  widow  Perrin  (c).  Samuel, 
by  his  second  wife,  Mildred,  has  issue  one  son  (d),  Thorn- 

The  diaries  of  General  Washington  go  to  show  that  his  brother 
Samuel  removed  from  lower  Virginia  first  to  Frederick  and  afterwards  to 
Berkeley  County  about  the  years  1768— "70.  After  his  removal  to  Berkeley 
he  built  the  family  mansion  called  "  Harewood,"  situate  near  the  valley 
turnpike  road  about  three  miles  west  of  Charlestown,  the  county  seat  of 
Jefferson  County,  Virginia.  The  exact  date  of  the  building  of  this  fine  old 
mansion  is  not  definitely  known,  as  far  as  the  compiler  has  been  able  to  ascer- 
tain, but  it  is  probable  that  it  was  not  completed  until  several  years  after  his 
removal  to  its  vicinity.  Here  Colonel  Samuel  Washington  died  in  the  fall 
of  1781  and  was  buried  in  a  private  burying  ground  erected  by  himself 
near  by.  Here  also  died  and  were  buried  at  least  two  of  his  wives, 
his  son  Thornton  and  his  two  wives,  several  of  his  grandchildren, 
and  a  large  number  of  his  more  recent  descendants  down  to  this  gen- 
eration. This  old  burying  ground,  venerated  and  revered  as  it  ought 
to  be,  has  never  been  inclosed,  and  when  last  visited  by  the  compiler, 
in  1883,  it  was  found  to  be  in  a  condition  of  long  and  complete 
neglect,  overgrown  with  a  dense  thicket  of  scrubby  trees  and  brushes. 
No  traces  of  any  of  the  graves  could  be  discovered,  nearly  all  of  which 
were  at  one  time  marked  and  could  be  identified  when  the  compiler  was  a 
youth,  except  those  of  his  father,  mother,  and  three  sisters.  Their  graves 
had  all  been  bricked  up  and  covered  with  broad,  heavy,  marble  tombstones 
properly  inscribed,  and  but  for  a  slight  settling  of  some  of  the  brickwork 
were  in  a  good  state  of  preservation. 

The  title  to  "  Harewood  "  is  still  in  a  member  of  the  Washington  family, 
Mr.  John  Washington,  who  is  also  its  present  occupant.  He  is  the  oldest 
child  of  Mr.  Richard  Blackburn  and  his  wife,  Mrs.  Christian  (Washington) 
Washington  ;  he  being  a  great  grandson  of  John  Augustine  Washington 
and  she  a  great  granddaughter  of  Colonel  Samuel  Washington,  the  original 
proprietor,  and  both  of  them  brothers  of  General  Washington.  Mr.  John 
Washington's  parents  reside  with  him. 

(&)  "  Colonel  John  Thornton  was  appointed  a  captain  in  the  Third 
Regiment  (Va.  Line),  February  12,  1776  ;  was  promoted  to  major,  March  20, 
1777,  and  in  the  same  year  to  lieutenant-colonel.  On  the  invasion  of 
Virginia  by  Cornwallis  in  1781  he  commanded  a  regiment  of  militia 
as  a  continental  officer  by  order  of  General  Lafayette.'1 — See  Records  for 
the  Revolutionary  War  by  W.  T.  R.  Saffell,  counselor  and  agent  for  revolu- 
tionary claims,  N.  F.,  1858,  p.  383. 

(c)  Colonel  Samuel  Washington's  fifth  and  last  wife  survived  him  less 
than  two  years.  The  will  of  Susannah  (Perrin)  Washington  (widow  of 
Samuel  Washington)  was  admitted  to  probate  at  the  county  court  of 
Martinsburg,  Berkeley  County,  Virginia,  in  June,  1783.  Samuel  Wash- 
ington left  her  the  Harewood  estate  and  other  land  amounting  to  nearly  900 
acres,  one-fourth  of  his  negroes,  sheep,  cattle,  and  horses,  until  her  death 
or  during  her  widowhood. — See  his  will. 

(d)  Samuel  Washington  had  by  his  second  wife,  Mildred  (Thornton) 
Washington,  two  sons,  Thornton  and  John  Perrin  Washington. — See 
Samuel  Washington' s  will.  .  , 
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ton,  who  was  twice  married  and  left  three  sons.  By  his 
fourth  wife,  Anne,  he  had  three  sons,  Ferdinand,  George 
Steptoe,  and  Lawrence  Augustine,  and  one  daughter, 
Harriet.  Ferdinand  was  married  but  died  soon  after, 
leaving  no  issue.  The  other  two  sons  and  daughter  are 
living  (1792)  and  single.  Samuel  departed  this  life,  A.  D. 
1781,  at  Harewood,  in  the  County  of  Berkeley,  and  was 
there  buried. — See  General  Washington's  letter  of  May  2, 
1792. 

The  following  is  a  copy  from  the  printed  proceedings 
of  the  House  of  Burgesses  of  Virginia,  kindly  made  for 
the  compiler  by  Dr.  J.  M.  Toner,  of  Washington,  D.  C.  : 

House  of  Burgesses,  Virginia, 

13  May,  1755. 
A  petition  of  Augustine  Washington  and  William 
Withers,  was  presented  to  the  House  and  read,  setting 
forth,  that  John  Withers,  formerly  of  this  colony,  was 
among  other  lands  seised  in  Fee  of  553  acres  or  there- 
abouts called  and  known  by  the  name  of  Chowtank,  sit- 
uate in  the  county  of  Stafford,  and  being  so  seised  by  his 
last  will  and  testament  dated  the  29th  day  of  August 
1689  devised  the  same  to  his  daughter  Sarah  Withers, 
for  her  Life,  and  after  her  decease,  to  his  cousin  William 
Withers  and  the  heirs  male  of  his  body,  and  for  default 
of  such  issue  to  Mr.  Thomas  Withers  of  Lancaster,  in 
Great  Britain,  and  his  male,  and  for  the  want  of  said  issue 
to  any  one  proving  themselves  to  be  of  the  name  of  Withers. 
That  the  said  William  Withers  died  in  this  Colony  soon 
after  the  testator  without  issue  male,  having  never  been 

Note. — By  act  of  the  legislature  of  Virginia  Jefferson  County  was  created 
and  taken  off  of  Berkeley  in  1801.  Charlestown  was  established  in 
October,  1786,  in  the  County  of  Berkeley,  and  afterwards  became  the  seat 
of  justice  for  Jefferson. 

"  In  October,  1786,  Charlestown,  in  the  County  of  Berkeley,  now  the 
seat  of  justice  of  Jefferson,  was  established.  This  town  was  laid  off  by  the 
late  Colonel  Charles  Washington,  a  brother  of  the  illustrious  General 
George  Washington,  on  his  own  land.  Eighty  acres  were  divided  into 
lots  and  streets.  John  Augustine  Washington,  William  Drake,  Robert 
Rutherford,  James  Crane,  Cato  Moore,  Magnus  Tate,  Benjamin  Rankin, 
Thornton  Washington,  William  Little,  Alexander  White,  and  Richard 
Ranson  were  appointed  trustees.  This  town  bears  the  christian  name  of 
its  proprietor." — See  KerchivaVs  History  of  the  Valley. 
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married.  That  the  said  Thomas  Withers  in  the  Will  afore- 
said named,  died  in  England  leaving  issue  Edward  Withers 
his  eldest  son  and  heir  male,  who  also  died  in  England, 
leaving  his  brother  William  Withers  his  heir  male. 
That  the  said  William  Withers  last  mentioned  also  died 
in  England  leaving  issue  Thomas  Withers  his  eldest  son 
and  heir  male,  who  also  died  there  and  left  issue  your 
petitioner  William  Withers,  his  eldest  son,  and  heir  male, 
who  conceives  himself  entitled  to  the  said  lands,  called 
Chowtank,  after  the  death  of  the  daughter  and  devisee 
of  the  testator  John  Withers. 

The  said  petition  further  sets  forth  that  after  the  death 
of  the  said  testator  John  Withers,  the  said  Sarah  Withers 
his  daughter  and  devisee  entered  into  the  said  land 
called  Chowtank,  and  afterwards  one  Conoway, 

and  did  together  with  her  said  husband  &c.  sell  and 
convey  the  said  land,  to  Augustine  Washington,  late  of 
the  County  of  King  George,  now  deceased,  who  entered 
into  the  same  and  by  his  said  will  and  testament  in  writ- 
ing did  devise  the  said  land  to  his  son  Samuel  Washing- 
ton, now  an  infant  and  his  heirs,  and  by  his  said  will  did 
direct  that  if  the  said  land  called  Chowtank,  should  be 
recovered  from  the  said  Samuel  Washington,  that  then 
he  should  have  an  equivalent  out  of  the  estate  by  the 
same  will  devised  to  your  petitioner  Augustine. 

The  said  petition  further  sets  forth  that  the  said  Sarah 
Conoway,  the  daughter  and  heir  at  law  of  the  first  testa- 
tor, John  Withers,  is  now  living  and  the  witness  who 
could  prove  your  petitioner  William's  pedigree,  being 
ancient  and  infirm,  and  living  chiefly  in  England,  it  is 
probable  several  tedious  and  expensive  lawsuits  may 
arise  concerning  the  title  to  the  said  land  called  Chow- 
tank, after  the  death  of  the  said  Sarah  Conoway,  for  pre- 
venting whereof  and  in  order  to  quiet  the  said  Samuel 
Washington  in  the  possession  of  said  land,  the  petitioner 
William  Withers,  has  agreed  with  the  petitioner  Augus- 
tine Washington,  to  accept  a  sum  of  money  as  a  satisfac- 
tion for  his  right  to  the  said  land ;  and  praying  that  an 
act  of  Assembly,  may  pass  for  vesting  the  Fee  simple  es- 
tate and  Inheritance  of  the  said  553  acres  of  land  called 
Chowtank,  in  the  said  Samuel  Washington. 

Ordered  that  a  bill  be  brought  in  pursuant  to  the 
prayer  of  the  said  petitioner,  and  it  is  referred  to  Mr.  At- 
torney to  prepare  and  bring  in  the  same. 
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Mr.  Attorney  from  the  Committee  to  whom  the  bill  to 
confirm  and  establish  an  agreement  made  between  Wil- 
liam Withers  and  Samuel  Washington,  for  the  settlement 
of  their  respective  rights  to  certain  lands,  and  for  other 
purposes  therein  mentioned,  was  committed,  reported 
that  the  committee  has  examined  into  the  allegations  of 
the  said  bill  and  found  them  to  be  true,  and  had  made 
several  amendments  thereto,  and  he  read  the  same  in 
his  place,  and  then  delivered  the  bill  with  the  amend- 
ments in  at  the  table  where  the  amendments  were  again 
twice  read,  and  agreed  to  by  the  House. 

Ordered  that  the  bill  with  the  amendments  be  en- 
grossed.— Journal,  House  of  Burgesses,  28  June,  1755.  A 
message  from  the  Council  by  Mr.  Walthoe,  That  they 
have  agreed  to  the  bill  entitled  An  Act  to  confirm  and 
establish  an  agreement  made  between  William  Withers 
with  an  amendment  to  which  they  desire  the  concurrence 
of  this  House. 

The  House  immediately  proceeded  to  the  consideration 
of  the  amendments  proposed  by  the  Council  to  the  said 
bill,  and  the  same  being  read  was  agreed  to. 

Ordered  that  Mr.  Attorney  do  go  up  with  a  message  to 
the  Council  and  acquaint  them  that  this  House  has 
agreed  to  the  amendments  by  them  proposed  to  the  said 
bill. — Journal  of  House  of  Burgesses,  2  July,  1755. 


WESTMORELAND    RESOLUTIONS. 

The  address  and  resolutions  of  the  patriots  of  the  North- 
ern Neck  (Washington  Parish,  Westmoreland  County), 
Virginia,  in  the  year  1765,  immediately  after  the  passage 
of  the  Stamp  Act,  were  drawn  up  by  Richard  Henry  Lee, 
whose  name  appears  first  on  the  list.  It  is  said  to  have 
been  the  first  public  association  in  the  land  for  the  resist- 
ance to  that  act.  It  contains  six  resolutions  and  has 
one  hundred  and  fifteen  signatures.  The  fifth  signature 
is  that  of  Samuel  Washington,  the  compiler's  great  grand- 
father and  the  oldest  full  brother  of  General  Washington, 
and  who  was  at  that  time  about  twenty-one  years  old. 
The  sixth  name  on  the  list  is  that  of  Charles  Washing- 
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ton,  General  Washington's  youngest  full  brother,  and  fur- 
ther on  come  those  of  his  half  brother,  Laurence,  and  his 
other  fujl  brother,  John  Augustine  Washington.  The 
above  facts  are  derived  from  the  account  to  be  found  in 
"  Meade's  Old  Churches  and  Families  of  Virginia" 


Bishop  Meade  in  his  work  above  cited,  p.  132,  gives  a 
brief  historical  sketch  of  St.  Paul's  Church,  King  George 
County,  Virginia,  and  a  list  of  the  vestrymen  of  said 
church  after  1720,  among  whom  are  found  the  names  of 
"  Samuel  Washington  "  and  "  Townsend  Dade,  in  the 
place  of  Samuel  Washington,  who  removed  in  1770." 
This  confirms  the  opinion  elsewhere  expressed  that  Col- 
onel Samuel  Washington  removed  to  Frederick  County 
from  1768-70,  where  he  located  and  afterwards  built 
"  Hare  wood,"  now  in  Jefferson  County,  West  Virginia. 


Since  the  above  reference  to  Bishop  Meade's  work  was 
made,  the  compiler  has  succeeded,  with  the  aid  of  Gen- 
eral Washington's  autograph  diary  of  1768,  now  among 
the  records  of  the  State  Department,  and  a  comparison  of 
the  same  with  the  coast  survey  chart  and  Lloyd's  map  of 
Virginia  (1882),  in  fixing  the  site  of  Colonel  Samuel  Wash- 
ington's residence  at  Chotanck,  King  George  County,  Vir- 
ginia, in  a  very  satisfactory  manner.  Mr.  John  E.  Wil- 
son, of  Wakefield,  Westmoreland  County,  Virginia,  to 
whom  the  whole  was  submitted  for  investigation  and 
report,  replies  to  the  compiler,  under  date  of  October  28, 
1890,  as  follows:  "  About  '  Chowtank,'  or  '  Chotank,'  or 
1  Jotank,'  on  Lloyd's  map  of  Virginia, '  Washington,  1882' 
*  *  *  the  creek  of  that  name  is  located  about  five 
miles  above  Mathias'  Point  on  the  Potomac.  The  U.  S. 
Coast  Survey  chart  No.  3,  Potomac  river,  places  Jotank 
Creek  about  five  miles  above  Mathias'  Point.  It  is  certain 
Samuel  Washington's  place  was  in  that  immediate  neigh- 
borhood." 
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Statements  made  by  the  compiler's  father  to  his 
children  that  his  ancestors,  including  Colonel  Samuel 
Washington,  were  of  King  George's  County,  fully  corrob- 
orate what  Mr.  Wilson  says.  The  compiler's  grandfather, 
Thornton  Washington,  married  there  twice.  First,  a  Miss 
Mildred  Berry,  of  "  Berry  Plain,"  on  the  Rappahannock, 
now  owned  by  the  Dickinson  family,  and  afterwards  a 
Miss  Catherine  Townsend  Washington,  a  first  cousin  of 
his  first  wife.  John  Thornton  Augustine  Washington, 
first  child  by  the  first  wife,  Mildred  (Berry)  Washington, 
was  left  an  orphan  and  was  taken  by  his  uncle  and 
guardian,  Mr.  Lawrence  Berry,  to  his  home  at  "  Berry 
Plain,"  where  he  was  brought  up  and  educated  at  the 
Bowling  Green  Academy  and  where  he  resided  until  of 
sufficient  age  to  take  control  of  the  property  he  inher- 
ited from  his  father  in  Jefferson  County,  Virginia.

First  child  of  Colonel  Samuel  Washington  by  second 
wife,  Mildred  (Thornton)  Washington,  was  born  in  King 
George  County,  Virginia,  1760.  He  married  first  wife, 
Mildred,  only  daughter  and  fourth  child  of  Mr.  Thomas 
Berry,  of  "  Beriy  Plain,"  the  name  of  the  family  seat,  in 
King  George  County,  Virginia,  about  1782.  By  this 
marriage  were  born  two  children : 

1. — John  Thornton  Augustine  Washington,  born 
May  20,  1783,  in  Berkeley  County,  Virginia,  afterwards 
Jefferson  (a)  County,  and  now  a  part  of  West  Virginia. 

2. — Thomas  Washington,  born  in  Berkeley  County, 
Virginia,  about  1784-85.     He  died  when  quite  young. 

Thornton  Washington  married  second  wife,  Francis 
Townsend  Washington,  daughter  of  Lawrence  Washing- 
ton, of  King  George  County,  Virginia,  about  1786.  She 
was  a  cousin  of  his  first  wife.  There  was  born  to  him  of 
this  marriage  one  son,  Samuel,  born  in  Berkeley  County, 
Virginia,  February  14,  1787.  Thornton  Washington 
removed  with  his  father,  Colonel  Samuel  Washington,  to 
Frederick  County  about  1768-70,  where  he  died  in  the 
year  1787,  sometime  between  September  9  and  December 
18  of  that  year  (his  will  is  of  record  at  Martinsburg, 
Berkeley  County,  West  Virginia,  and  is  dated  September 
9,  1787,  and  was  probated  December  18,  1787),  aged  27. 
He  was  with  General  Washington  and  the  army  at  Morris- 
town,  New  Jersey,  in  1777,  and  was  sent  by  him  to 
Virginia  and  entrusted  with  an  important  public  business 
matter  and  afterwards  rejoined  the  army. 

(a)  Jefferson  County  was  taken  from  Berkeley  in  1801. 
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"  Thornton  Washington  served  as  an  ensign  in  the 
army  under  his  uncle,  General  Washington.  He  left 
his  home  to  join  the  army  before  he  was  16  years  old." — 
Albert  Wells1  History  of  the  Washington  Family  [a). 

He  was  buried  in  the  old  family  burying  ground  at 
"  Harewood." 

(a)  General  Washington  in  a  letter  written  from  Morristown,  New 
Jersey,  March  15,  1777,  addressed  to  his  brother  "  Col.  Samuel  Washing- 
ton, in  Berkeley  County,  Virginia,"  says  :  "  Dear  Brother,  *  .  *  *  * 
I  got  Thornton  Inoculated  on  Wednesday  Week — he  has  had  the  eruptive 
Fever  and  is  in  a  fair  way  of  having  the  disorder  slightly.— After  this  I 
shall  give  him  an  Ensigncy  in  a  new  Regiment  I  shall  give  Colonel  Thrus- 
ton  the  raising  of,  by  which  he  will  still  continue  under  the  immediate 
care  of  that  Gentleman." 

From  the  same  place  he  writes  to  his  brother  Samuel  under  date  of 
April  5,  1777:  "Dear  Brother,  Thornton  returns  to  you  well  recovered 
of  the  Small  Pox,  as  I  hope  to  hear  that  my  Sister  and  the  rest  of  the  family 
are.

"  To  save  Thornton  or  you  the  expense  of  buying  a  horse  to  ride  home  on 
I  have  lent  him  a  mare  of  mine  which  I  beg  of  you  to  have  sent  by  any 
safe  conveyance  which  may  offer  to  Lund  Washington  at  Mount  Vernon. 
*•  *  *  Mr.  Thruston  to  whom  I  have  given  the  raising  of  the  Sixteenth 
Regiment  will  give  Thornton  a  Commission  in  it."  *  *  *  "  P.  S. — Mr. 
Johnston  has  lent  Thornton  a  Saddle  and  Bridle,  and  I  suppose  has  told 
him  what  is  to  be  done  with  it." 


u  Since  writing  the  above  I  have  determined  to  send  by  Thornton  2,000 
Dollars  to  Lieutenant  McDonald,  who  I  intend  (if  he  will  accept  it)  for 
Col0  Thruston's  Lieutf-Col0.  Let  Thornton,  if  you  cannot  conveniently  see 
McDonald  yourself,  carry  the  money  to  him  immediately  (a  receipt  to  be 
taken  for  it).  Thornton  will  receive  his  recruiting  orders  from  McDonald 
who  will  appoint  a  place  for  him  to  send  his  Recruits  to  in  order  to  be  for- 
warded on  to  the  Army  or  disciplined.  Gr°.  W." 

In  another  letter  written  from  "  Phila  County,  Oct0.  27th,  77,"  he  writes  : 
"Dear  Brother,  Your  letter  by  my  nephew,  Thornton,  begun  on  the  20th 
of  last  m°  and  ended  the  22d  came  safe  to  my  hands.  *  *  *  * 
"  I  shall  take  an  opportunity  of  speaking  to  Gen'l  Woodford  (who  is 
just  returned  to  Camp)  on  that  part  of  your  letter  which  relates  to  Thorn- 
ton, and  if  anything  can  be  done  for  him  here,  without  going  out  of  the 
common  line  (which  I  know  you  would  not  wish  me  to  do  and  thereby 
incur  censure)  I  shall  cheerfully  do  it."

(It  appears  that  Colonel  Thruston,  in  whose  regiment  Thornton  Washing- 
ton was  given  an  ensigncy,  must  have  died  very  soon  after  and  before  the 
organization    of  his    command   was    completed,    for   in    a   letter   to    his 
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brother  Samuel,  written  from  "  Fredericksburg,  in  the  State  of  New  York  — 
Oct1  22(1,  1778,"  General  Washington  says  :  "  General  Woodford  left  this 
yesterday  for  Virginia  for  the  purpose  of  having  Colonel  Thruston's  Estate 
divided."     *****) 

In  still  another  letter  written  from  "  Germantown,  near  Phila,  Aug*  10th 
1777,"  he  writes  to  his  brother  Samuel:  "  The  Saddle  and  Bridle  which 
Thornton  carried  away,  and  which  I  thought  belonged  to  Mr.  Johnston,  is 
found  upon  an  inquiry  to  belong  to  myself:  having  just  recd  a  new  one 
upon  a  different  construction,  this  by  mistake,  was  given,  &  therefore  you 
are  very  welcome  to  detain  it  as  a  present  from  me." 

[N.  B. — The  above  extracts  were  made  by  the  writer  from  the  autograph 
letters  of  General  AVashington  then  in  his  possession,  full  copies  of  which 
were  sent  to  and  published  in  the  "  North  American  Review  "  for  Novem- 
ber, 1886.]

(a)  First  child  of  Thornton  and  first  wife,  Mildred 
(Berry)  Washington ;  first  of  Colonel  Samuel  and  second 
wife,  Mildred  (Thornton)  Washington ;  third  of  Augus- 
tine and  second  wife,  Mary  (Ball)  Washington ;  second 
of  Laurence  and  Mildred  (Warner)  Washington  ;  first  of 
Colonel  John  and  second  wife,  Anne  (Pope)  Washington, 
of  England  and  Bridges'  Creek,  Westmoreland  County, 

(a.)  John  T.  A.  Washington  was  about  four  years  old  when  he  was  left 
an  orphan.  His  uncle  and  guardian,  Mr.  Lawrence  Berry,  of  "  Berry 
Plain,"  King  George  County,  Virginia,  removed  him  from  Jefferson  County 
to  his  own  home  where  he  remained  until  old  enough  to  assume  control 
of  his  estate  in  Jefferson  County,  and  where  he  afterwards  resided  contin- 
uously until  his  death,  October  7,  1841.  He  was  educated  at  the  old 
"Bowling  Green  Academy  "  in  King  George  County,  Virginia ;  inherited 
from  his  father,  Thornton  Washington,  a  handsome  landed  estate,  besides 
a  considerable  number  of  slaves  and  other  personal  property.  His  lands 
consisted  of  two  valuable  plantations,  or  farms,  as  they  were  called  in  that 
section  of  the  State ;  one  of  them  about  three  miles  nearly  due  west  of 
Charlestown,  the  county  seat,  and  adjoining  the  old  "Harewood"  place, 
and  the  other  situate  about  three  miles  south  of  the  former  on  Bullskin 
Run,  along  which  watercourse  General  Washington  owned  extensive 
lands  and  known  as  the  "  Bullskin  Place."  He  also  inherited  as  an  heir 
of  his  father,  Thornton  Washington,  600  acres  of  extremely  rich  river  bot- 
tom on  the  great  Kanawha  river,  located  about  20  miles  above  the  town  of 
Point  Pleasant  which  is  s.tuate  at  the  junction  of  that  river  with  the  Ohio. — 
(See  General  Washington's  will.)  The  compiler  hereof  inherited  200  acres 
of  this  last-mentioned  land.  J.  T.  A.  Washington's  first  residence  at  the 
"  Cedar  Lawn,"  or  home  place,  was  a  commodious  frame  building  for  those 
early  days,  and  the  site  of  it  was  known  as  "  Berry  Hill,"  where  his  first 
nine  children  were  born.  When  the  "  new  house"  was  built,  about  1825— 
1826,  it  was  called  "Cedar  Lawn."  This  new  residence  was  of  brick, 
burned  on  the  spot,  and  was  constructed  in  the  best  style  of  country  resi- 
dences of  the  period.  It  was  designed  throughout  by  its  owner,  and  was 
both  spacious  and  attractive  in  appearance.  Its  surrounding  improve- 
ments and  ornamentation  of  grounds  were  excelled  by  those  of  few  resi- 
dences in  the  valley.  On  the  partition  of  this  estate  among  the  heirs  they, 
with  the  exception  of  the  compiler,  who  was  at  that  time  an  officer  of  the 
United  States  Army  and  serving  on  the  extreme  frontier,  and  an  older 
brother,  Benjamin  Franklin  Washington,  who,  on  the  discovery  of  gold  on 
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Virginia,  was  born  in  Berkeley  (a)  County,  Virginia,  after- 
wards Jefferson  County,  and  now  Jefferson  County,  West 
Virginia,  May  20, 1783.  Married,  September  24, 1810,  (b) 
Elizabeth  Conrad  Bedinger,  daughter  of  (c)  Major  Daniel 

the  Pacific  slope  in  1848-1849  removed  to  California,  emigrated  to  Mis- 
souri, where  they  purchased  extensive  tracts  of  the  virgin  soil  of  that  State, 
locating  themselves  in  Cass  and  Johnson  Counties  near  the  Kansas  and 
Missouri  boundary  line,  and  where  during  the  late  war  they  were  subjected 
to  many  of  the  horrible  depredations  inseparable  from  a  warfare  carried 
on  upon  the  border  by  lawless  and  unbridled  ruffians. 

The  writer's  father  was  a  man  averse  to  public  life  and  political  prefer- 
ment, the  quiet  and  more  congenial  occupation  of  a  country  gentleman 
of  sufficient  means  being  his  preference.  He  was,  however,  a  member  of 
the  House  of  Delegates  from  Jefferson  County  in  the  year  1825,  having 
been,  as  the  writer  has  learned,  unanimously  elected  irrespective  of  party. 
He  declined  re-election  for  reasons  above  given.  He  was  also  at  one  time 
Chief  Magistrate  for  his  county  and  by  virtue  of  which  received  the  ap- 
pointment of  High  Sheriff  and  which,  as  was  customary  in  those  days,  was 
u  farmed  out "  to  a  deputy,  who  rode  under  him.  He  was  also  a  volunteer 
in  the  war  Of  1812,  being  a  private  in  a  cavalry  company  commanded  by 
Captain  Henry  St.  George  Tucker,  afterwards  the  distinguished  jurist  and 
judge,  and  author  of  "  Tucker's  Commentaries  on  Blackstone."  The  com- 
pany was  ordered  to  Baltimore,  reaching  that  city  just  in  time  to  see  the 
"  Red  Coats  "  retreating  from  the  battle  of  North  Point.  The  command 
of  this  company  had  been  offered  to  the.writer's  father,  by  whom  it  was 
declined.  John  Thornton  Augustine  Washington  died  at  "  Cedar  Lawn," 
Jefferson  County,  Virginia,  October  7,  1841,  and  was  buried  in  the  old 
family  burying  ground  at  "  Harewood  "  by  the  side  of  his  wife. 

(a)  Berkeley  County  was  taken  off  of  Frederick  in  1772,  and  Jefferson 
from  Berkeley  in  1801,  and  after  the  partition  of  Virginia  as  a  measure  of 
the  civil  war,  Jefferson  County  became  a  part  of  West  Virginia. 

(5)  Elizabeth  Conrad  (Bedinger)  Washington  died  at  "  Cedar  Lawn," 
October  21,  1837,  and  was  buried  in  the  old  family  burying  ground  at 
"  Harewood." 

(c)  Daniel  Bedinger,  familiarly  entitled  "Major"  Bedinger,  the  father 
of  Mrs.  John  T.  A.  Washington,  was  of  purely  German  extraction.  His 
grandfather,  Adam  Bedinger,  was  born  in  the  village  of  Dorschell,  in  the 
principality  of  Lichtzstein,  near  the  city  of  Strausburg  in  Alsace.  In  1736 
he  embarked  with  his  family  for  America  and  landed  at  Philadelphia. 
For  several  years  he  resided  at  Lancaster  and  then  removed  to  a  new  set- 
tlement, Canawaga,  in  York  County,  Pennsylvania,  where  he  obtained  a 
large  and  handsome  body  of  land,  and  where  he  remained  until  his  death — 
date  not  ascertained.  On  leaving  his  native  land  it  appears  that  his 
family  consisted  of  his  wife  and  second  son,  Henry,  the  only  survivor  of 
four  children  born  to  them  in  Alsace.  It  also  appears,  from  the  meager 
accounts  which  have  come  down  to  his  descendants,  that  Henry  Bedinger 
resided  at  his  father's  home  in  Pennsylvania  until  he  was  about  22  years 
of  age,  when  he  married  a  German  lady,  Mary  Schlegle,  a  near  relative  of 
Augustus  and  William  von  Schlegle,  "  poets,  critics,  and  philosophers."  *  * 
Augustus  von  Schlegle  was  a  celebrated  German  poet  and  an  intimate 
friend  of  Madame  de  Stael. — See  "  Betorts  Biographic  Universal"  p.  951. 
In  the  spring  of  176-,  and  after  his  father's  death,  Henry  Bedinger  re- 
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Bedinger,  of  Shepherdstown,  Jefferson  County,  Virginia.

moved  with  his  family  from  Pennsylvania  to  Shepherdstown,  then  Mech- 
lenburg,  in  Frederick  County,  afterwards  in  Berkeley,  then  Jefferson 
County,  Virginia,  and  now  in  West  Virginia,  where  he  died  January  22, 
1772,  leaving  a  handsome  estate  to  his  wife  and  children. 

The  above  statement  is  collated  and  condensed  from  a  copy  of  a  paper 
prepared  by  Major  Henry  Bedinger,  late  of  Berkeley  County,  Virginia,  for 
his  nephew,  the  late  Hon.  Henry  Bedinger,  member  of  Congress  and  Min- 
ister to   Denmark.     Major   Henry  Bedinger  was  a  brother  of  "Major" 
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Daniel  Bellinger,  an  officer  of  the  revolution  and  a  man  of  intelligence  and 
education,  and  whose  record  forms  a  part  of  the  early  history  of  his  country. 

"  American  Prisoners. — Captain  Henry  Bedinger,  of  the  Virginia  line, 
enlisted  in  the  service  in  June,  1775,  in  Captain  Hugh  Stephenson's  com- 
pany of  riflemen,  and  was  appointed  sergeant  before  he  left  the  recruiting 
rendezvous  at  Shepherdstown,  Virginia.  He  marched  with  his  company 
to  the  siege  of  Boston  and  served  till  his  company  was  discharged  in  June, 
1777.  He  was,  July  9,  1776,  made  a  lieutenant  in  Captain  Abraham 
Shepherd's  company  in  Colonel  Hugh  Stephenson's  regiment  of  riflemen. 
In  August,  1776,  Colonel  Stephenson  died,  and  Colonel  Moses  Rawlings 
assumed  the  command  of  the  regiment.  Captain  Bedinger  was  with  his 
regiment  at  the  defense  of  Fort  Washington,  November  10,  1776.  He  was 
there  captured  and  detained  a  prisoner  of  war  four  years  wanting  sixteen 
days.  His  service  is  credited  to  the  end  of  the  war,  and  he  received  a 
pension  in  Berkeley  County,  Virginia,  under  act  of  May  15,  1828,  as  a 
captain,  to  which  he  had  been  promoted  while  a  prisoner." — See  SaffelVs 
Records  of  the  Revolutionary  War,  p.  383. 

Daniel  Bedinger,  the  subject  of  this  sketch  and  the  youngest  of  five 
children,  "  ran  away  "  from  home  and  joined  the  revolutionary  army  when 
in  his  16th  year.  He  was  taken  prisoner  at  the  battle  of  Brandywine ; 
was  in  the  British  prisons  in  Philadelphia,  where  he  suffered 
many  hardships;  after  his  exchange,  in  1778,  he  rejoined  the  army 
and  served  throughout  the  remainder  of  the  war,  participating  in  many 
engagements.  He  was  appointed  a  lieutenant,  and  his  commission,  now 
in  the  possession  of  his  grandson,  the  Rev.  Henry  Bedinger,  of  Virginia, 
bears  the  signature  of  General  Washington. 

It  is  probable  that  Major  Bedinger,  soon  after  the  close  of  the  war, 
located  in  Norfolk,  Virginia,  and  went  into  business  there,  nearly  all  of 
his  children,  including  the  compiler's  mother,  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Conrad 
(Bedinger)  Washington,  who  was  born  there  September  27, 1793.  In  a  mes- 
sage from  President  Jefferson  to  the  United  States  Senate,  dated  February 
16,  1802,  entitled  "  message  from  the  President  transmitting  a  roll  of  the 
persons  having  employment  under  the  United  States,"  Daniel  Bedinger  is 
reported  as  one  of  the  naval  inspectors.  In  an  official  communication 
from  the  Treasury  Department,  Register's  Office,  dated  Washington,  D.  C, 
July  14,  1890,  furnished  at  the  request  of  the  compiler,  appears  the  fol- 
lowing:  "April  26,  1802,  Mr.  William  Pennock  was  removed" — [from 
the  navy  yard] — "  and  Daniel  Bedinger  appointed  navy  agent  and 
superintendent  of  the  yard.  *  *  *  August  6,  1804,  Mr.  Bedinger  was 
ordered  to  detach  the  marine  guard  from  the  navy  yard  and  send  it  to 
Washington.  In  May,  1805,  he  was  ordered  to  repair  the  wharves.  In 
February,  1806,  the  accountant  stated  the  total  expenditures  at  this 
yard  for  improvements  and  repairs  as  $42,748.  During  the  following 
summer  several  gunboats  and  ketches  were  fitted  out  under  the  direction 
of  Lieutenant  Arthur  St.  Clair.  On  November,  1806,  Captain  Stephen 
Decatur  was  ordered  to  superintend  the  building  of  four  gunboats  at  Nor- 
folk. In  July,  1807,  Mr.  Bedinger  was  ordered  to  provide  materials  for 
ten  additional  gunboats,  and  a  little  later  to  contract  for  building  the 
same.  Captain  Decatur  was  ordered  to  superintend  the  construction,  but 
the  immediate  charge  of  the  navy  yard  appears  to  have  continued  under 
the  control  of  the  navy  agent.  In  November,  1807,  the  marine  guard  was 
again  ordered  to  the  yard.  Major  Bedinger's  appointment  terminated 
February  10,  1808." 

"  Lieutenant  Daniel  Bedinger  of  the  Virginia  line  on  continental  estab- 
lishment entered  the  service  in  July,  17»76,  and  continued  in  active  service 
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until  the  dismission  of  the  army  in  South  Carolina  in  1883." — See  Records 
of  the  Revolutionary  War,  by  T.  R.  Saffell,  Counselor  and  Agent  for  Revo- 
lutionary Claims,  New  York,  1858. 

Daniel  Bedinger  and  Sarah  Rutherford  were  married  at  the  "  Flowing 
Spring,"  near  Charlestown,  Berkeley  County,  Virginia,  the  home  of  the 
bride's  father,  the  Hon.  Robert  Rutherford,  April,  1791.  Major  Bedinger 
on  returning  to  his  native  place  near  Shepherdstown,  "  with  an  ample 
fortune,"  built  a  large  and  convenient  residence  called  "  Bedford."  The 
house  was  a  beautiful  structure  for  that  period,  with  a  lofty  portico  sup- 
ported by  four  pillars,  the  cap  and  base  of  each  being  made  from  the  broken 
masts  of  the  old  dismantled  war  ship  "  Constitution."  This  honored  resi- 
dence, with  many  others,  was  unnecessarily  and  wantonly  ordered  to  be 
burned  by  Major-General  David  Hunter,  United  States  Army,  while  com- 
manding the  Federal  troops  in  the  valley  during  the  civil  war. 

Major  Bedinger  died  at  his  home,  "  Bedford,"  about  1817,  aged  about  57. 
His  daughter,  Mrs.  Henrietta  B.  Lee,  who  was  the  owner  of  Bedford,  and 
the  widow  of  the  late  Edmund  I.  Lee,  of  Shepherdstown,  in  a  printed  ac- 
count of  her  father's  family  and  from  which  most  of  the  above,  with  the 
exception  of  the  historical  and  official  extracts  quoted  are  selected,  speak- 
ing of  her  father  says  :  "  He  had  also  a  large  library  which  contained  all 
the  English  poets,  histories,  and  standard  works  of  the  best  and  most 
noted  authors.  He  was  a  great  reader  and  student,  with  intellect  far  above 
the  ordinary  type.  In  eveiy  sense  of  the  word  he  was  a  cultivated, 
refined  Virginia  gentleman,  genial,  kind,  and  witty,  with  a  high  and  deli- 
cate sense  of  honor.  As  to  the  relation  of  husband,  son,  father,  and  friend 
he  was  surpassed  by  none." 

Dr.  Benjamin  Franklin  Bedinger,  writing  from  Kentucky  in  1871,  to 
his  cousin,  Mrs.  Edmund  I.  (Bedinger)  Lee,  giving  some  recollections  of 
her  father,  says  :  "  Daniel  Bedinger  was  a  model  of  all  that  was  noble,  gen- 
erous, brave,  and  honorable  among  men.  A  man  of  true  genius,  with  the 
highest  order  of  intellect,  admired  and  beloved  by  his  associates,  who  were 
all  gentleman  of  truth  and  probity — for  my  uncle  held  in  contempt  all  that 
was  false,  sordid,  or  dishonorable,  and  kept  aloof  from  all  such." 

But  apart  from  the  above  testimonials  emanating  possibly,  in  a  measure, 
from  an  over-partial  affection,  the  writer  can  state,  of  his  own  knowledge, 
that  Major  Daniel  Bedinger  was  long  remembered  and  referred  to  by  his 
associates,  the  most  respectable  men  of  his  day,  as  a  superior  order  of  man, 
and  there  is  still  recorded,  as  well  as  traditional,  evidence  that  he  was 
endowed  with  a  versatile  and  varied  genius  as  a  writer,  both  of  prose  and 
poetry.  There  are  extant  a  few  copies  of  a  poem  by  him  entitled  "  The 
Cossack's  Celebration,"  a  satire  upon  the  tory  element  of  the  valley  in  the 
revolutionary  times,  and  which  attracted  a  wide  notoriety  ;  and  a  disposi- 
tion to  limit  or  suppress  its  publication  was  manifested  in  consequence  of 
allusions  therein  of  a  personal  character  supposed  to  be  intended  to  reflect 
upon  certain  prominent  families  who  were  not  credited  with  having  been 
"  truly  loyal  "  to  the  revolutionary  cause.  This  poetical  talent  has  mani- 
fested itself  in  many  of  his  descendants  down  to  the  present  day. 

The  doctor,  Benjamin  Franklin  Bedinger,  of  Kentucky,  who  is  referred 
to  above,  was  the  son  of  the  Hon.  George  Michael  Bedinger,  a  native  of 
Virginia  and  an  older  brother  of  Major  Daniel  Bedinger,  whose  record 
taken  from  the  "Political  Register  and  Congressional  Directory,"  1776  to 
1878,  will  be  found  recorded  further  on  in  another  connection. 

Mrs.  Sarah  (Rutherford)  Bedinger,  wife  of  Major  Daniel  Bedinger,  was, 
as  above  stated,  a  daughter  of  the  Hon.  Robert  Rutherford. 

"  Robert  Rutherford  was  a  native  of  Virginia ;  was  elected  a  representa- 
tive from  Virginia  in  the  third  Congress;  was  re-elected  to  the  fourth 
Congress,  defeating  General    Daniel    Morgan,  serving  from  December  2,

lTf.'i,  to  March  3,  1797  ;  was  a  candidate  for  re-election  to  the  fifth  Con- 
gress bat  was  defeated  by  General  Morgan,  the  House  of  Representatives 
sustaining  a  report  from  the  committee  on  elections  against  his  claim  to 
the  seat." — See  Political  Register  and  Congressional  Directory,  1770  to  1878. 

"  My  grandfather,  Rutherford,  whose  christian  name  was  Robert,  lived 
and  died  in  Jefferson  County,  Virginia.  He  was  a  very  wealthy  man,  and 
owned  a  great  deal  of  land  in  Virginia  and  Kentucky.  This  county  was 
then  Berkeley,  and  he  died  at  his  residence  called  the  '  Flowing  Spring,7 
and  about  two  miles  north  of  Charlestown.  He  married  a  widow  lady, 
Mrs.  Mary  Howe,  whose  husband  was  brother  to  Lord  Admiral  Howe  of 
the  British  navy.  The  late  Hon.  Robert  Rutherford  was  one  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Diocesan  Convention  of  (then)  Berkeley  parish,  Virginia,  which 
met  in  May  preceding  the  Declaration  of  Independence.  For  many  years 
he  represented  his  district  in  Congress  when  that  body  was  held  in  Phila- 
delphia, and  enjoyed  the  intimacy  and  confidential  friendship  of  General 
Washington  during  the  early  days  of  the  republic."

First  child  of  John  Thornton  Augustine  Washington ; 
first  of  Thornton  ;  first  of  Colonel  Samuel,  of  Harewood, 
and  second  wife  ;  third  of  Augustine  by  second  wife ;  sec- 
ond of  Laurence ;  first  of  Colonel  John,  the  emigrant  from 
England  to  Bridges'  Creek,  Westmoreland  County,  Vir- 
ginia, by  second  wife,  Anne  (Pope),  was  born  at  "  Berry 
Hill,"  afterwards  called  "  Cedar  Lawn,"  Jefferson  County, 
Virginia,  November,  26, 1811.  Never  married.  He  was 
a  lawyer  by  profession.  Served  as  a  lieutenant  in  Colonel 
John  Frances  Hamtramck's  regiment  of  Virginia  infantry 
during  the  Mexican  war.  Went  to  California  in  1849  ; 
thence  to  Missouri  in  185- ;  thence  to  Virginia  in  185-  ;

Was  a 
farmer  by  profession,  though  sometimes  editor  and  writer 
for  political  newspapers.  Removed  to  Putnam  County, 
Virginia,  in  1846  ;  to  Johnson  County,  Missouri,  in  1856. 
Served  in  the  Confederate  army  during  the  civil  war. 
Died  near  Index,  Cass  County,  Missouri,  December  28, 
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1SS7.  Married  at  Harper's  Ferry,  Virginia,  October  24, 
1843,  to  Lucy  Ann  Wharton,  a  daughter  of  Samuel 
Washington,  the  half  brother  of  John  T.  A.  Washington, 
and  widow  of  Doctor  John  J.  Wharton,  of  Newport, 
Kentucky.

Hill,"  afterwards  "  Cedar  Lawn,"  Jefferson  County,  Vir- 
ginia, now  West  Virginia,  April  7,  1820.  Was  educated 
chiefly  at  the  Charlestown  Academy.  Studied  law 
and  at  an  early  age  entered  upon  its  practice.  He  gave 
evidence  of  a  decided  taste  for  painting,  poetry,  music, 
and  literary  pursuits ;  was  chief  contributor  to  the 
"  Spirit  of  Jefferson,"  a  democratic  newspaper  of  con- 
siderable reputation  published  in  Charlestown ;  was  sole 
executor  of  his  father's  estate  and  entered  upon  the  re- 
sponsible duties  of  its  administration  at  the  age  of  21. 
Went  overland  to  California  soon  after  the  discovery  of 
gold  on  the  Pacific  Coast  as  captain  of  a  large  company 
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of  young  men  of  the  best  families  of  the  Valley.  He 
died  at  San  Francisco,  California,  January  22,  1872. 
Married  at  "  Gap  View,"  the  home  of  his  bride's  father  in 
Jefferson  County,  Virginia,  Georgiana  Hite,  daughter  of 
James  L.  Ranson,  Esq.  She  died  at  San  Francisco,  Cali- 
fornia, December  3,  1860.

The  following  obituary  notices  from  leading  California 
journals  are  of  interest  not  only  on  account  of  their  gen- 
eral biographical  accuracy  but  as  evidence  of  the  esteem 
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in  which  the  character  of  B.  F.  Washington,  as  a  man 
and  a  writer,  was  held  by  the  entire  State  press  of  which 
he  was  for  so  many  years  one  of  its  most  conspicuous 
members. 

WASHINGTON    IS    DEAD. 


[From  the  Daily  Examiner,  January  23.] 

With  inexpressible  pain  we  chronicle  to-day  the  death 
of  a  noble,  high-hearted  and  gifted  man,  and  dear  friend. 
In  the  meridian  of  his  mental  vigor,  from  the  midst  of 
the  useful  daily  labors  in  which  he  was  engaged  for  the 
benefit  of  his  countrymen,  B.  F.  Washington,  after  an 
illness  of  six  weeks'  duration,  caused  by  rheumatic  gout, 
at  nine  o'clock  last  night  passed  from  earth  and  joined 
the  innumerable  caravan  which  has  preceded  him  in  sad 
pilgrimage  through  the  dread  darkness  of  the  tomb. 
That  in  the  unknown  sphere  beyond  he  will  stand  the 
peer  of  any  of  his  predecessors  we  have  no  shade  of  doubt. 

"  In  the  corrupted  currents  of  this  world, 
Offence's  gilded  hand  may  shove  by  justice  ; 
And  oft  'tis  seen,  the  wicked  prize  itself 
Buys  out  the  law ;  but  'tis  not  so  above ; 
There  is  no  shuffling,  there  the  action  lies 
In  its  true  nature,  and  we  ourselves  compelled 
Even  to  the  teeth  and  forehead  of  our  faults 
To  give  in  evidence." 

Before  that  grand  tribunal,  where  the  judge  of  the 
quick  and  the  dead  will  render  final  arbitrament,  our 
deceased  friend  can  appear  with  the  undaunted  front  of 
conscious  honesty  of  thought  and  action;  for,  in  our  opin- 
ion, he  never  wilfully  wronged  a  human  being. 

Benjamin  Franklin  Washington  was  born  in  Jef- 
ferson county,  Virginia,  in  1820.  Before  attaining  his 
majority  he  commenced  the  study  and  in  proper  time 
afterward  the  practice  of  the  law.  In  1845  he  was  mar- 
ried to  Miss  Georgiana  H.  Ranson,  an  accomplished  and 
interesting  woman,  who,  to  the  day  of  her  death,  in  this 
city  in  1860,  surrounded  his  household  with  a  charm 
which  made  his  residence  the  preferred  resort  of  a  select 
circle  of  earnest  and  devoted  friends. 

After  his  marriage  he  continued  the  practice  of  his 
profession  in  his  native  State  until  the  discovery  of  gold 
in  California  prompted  him,  in  common  with  thousands 
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of  equally  adventurous  spirits,  to  seek  his  fortune  in  the 
new  El  Dorado.  Crossing  the  plains  and  undergoing  the 
usual  hardships  and  vicissitudes  of  that  early  day,  on  his 
first  arrival  in  this  State  he  embarked  in  mining  enter- 
prises. Encountering  ill-success,  he  subsequently  visited 
Sacramento  City,  then  the  most  promising  town  in  the 
State.  Here,  in  a  short  time  after  his  arrival,  he  obtained 
a  position  in  the  post  office,  where  he  remained  for  a 
few  months.  On  the  organization  of  the  city  government, 
in  1850,  he  was  elected  Recorder.  The  duties  of  his  office 
were  similar  to  those  of  a  Police  Judge,  and  by  his  firm 
and  impartial  administration  of  justice  succeeded  in  sub- 
ordinating the  lawless  elements  of  the  community  to  legal 
control. 

It  was  while  he  was  acting  in  the  capacity  of  Recorder 
that  he  became  involved  in  what  are  known  as  the  "  squat- 
ter riots,"  in  which  he  took  a  prominent  part  against  the 
squatters,  and  contributed  much,  by  his  personal  exer- 
tions, to  the  triumph  of  law  and  order.  After  the  expi- 
ration of  his  term  of  office  he  resumed  the  practice  of  his 
profession,  and  continued  in  it  until  the  winter  of  1852, 
when  he  associated  himself  with  Vincent  E.  Geiger  in  the 
proprietorship  of  the  Democratic  State  Journal,  Colonel 
Washington  conducting  the  editorial  department  of  the 
paper.  In  1853,  he,  in  conjunction-  with  Messrs.  Geiger 
and  Kerr,  purchased  the  Times  and  Transcript  of  this 
city.  It  was  while  editing  this  journal  he  was  embroiled 
in  the  only  serious  difficulty  which,  during  his  long  ca- 
reer as  a  journalist,  ever  brought  him  in  collision  with 
any  of  his  fellow-men.  This  resulted  in  a  duel  in  which 
he  severely  wounded  his  antagonist,  escaping  himself 
without  injury.  His  leading  articles  in  the  Times  and 
Transcript  have  always  been  considered  among  the  most 
powerful  and  convincing  political  productions  ever  pub- 
lished in  California.  He  continued  his  association  with 
the  editorial  fraternity  until  the  fall  of  1855,  when  he  re- 
tired to  private  life. 

In  1857,  President  Buchanan,  recognizing  his  excel- 
lence as  a  man  and  prominence  as  a  political  writer,  ap- 
pointed him  Collector  of  the  Port  of  San  Francisco,  which 
position  he  filled  for  four  years  to  the  entire  satisfaction 
of  the  mercantile  community  ;  and  on  his  retiracy  there- 
from, was  complimented  by  the  report  of  auditing  officers 
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politically  adverse  to  him,  exhibiting  a  trifling  balance  in 
his  favor,  thus  indicating  his  strict  honesty  in  his  high 
place. 

Before  the  expiration  of  his  term  of  office  as  Collector 
he  was  left  a  widower,  and  shortly  thereafter  removed  to 
a  large  ranch  in  Tehama  County,  which  he  had  pre- 
viously purchased,  where  he  became  engaged  in  sheep- 
raising,  varying  his  life  by  practicing  his  profession,  the 
law,  at  Red  Bluff,  where,  by  his  eloquence  in  one  crimi- 
nal trial,  he  produced  a  more  powerful  effect  upon  the 
Court  and  jury,  as  we  are  assured  by  one  who  was  present, 
than  has  ever  been  witnessed  on  a  similar  occasion.  All 
listeners  evidenced  their  emotions  by  their  tears ;  and, 
although  it  seemed  a  plain  case  of  murder  before  the 
argument  was  made  for  the  defendant  by  Col.  Washing- 
ton, the  jury  returned  a  verdict  of  acquittal.  Shortly 
afterwards,  in  June,  1865,  he  came  to  San  Francisco  to 
act  as  editor  of  The  Examiner,  which  position  he  has  since 
occupied  until  about  six  weeks  ago.  Of  what  he  has 
said  or  done  in  this  connection  it  is  useless  for  us  to 
speak ;  his  record  is  before  the  country,  and  had  he  no 
other  claim  to  the  gratitude  of  his  fellow-men,  and  es- 
pecially of  the  Democracy  of  the  land,  it  would  exist  in 
his  fearless,  unflinching,  unvarying  advocacy  of  correct 
political  doctrines  during  his  editorial  control  of  this 
journal. 

In  personal  appearance  our  deceased  friend  had  few 
equals  among  his  fellow-men.  More  than  six  feet  in 
height,  of  symmetrical  proportions,  agreeable  countenance 
and  manly  bearing,  he  attracted  the  friendly  feelings  of 
all  with  whom  he  was  brought  in  contact,  whether  politi- 
cal friends  or  adversaries.  It  is  safe  to  say  no  man  has 
ever  lived  in  California,  who  has  been  so  prominent  in 
political  affairs,  who  goes  down  to  his  grave  with  fewer 
of  his  race  left  to  exult  at  his  departure.  He  was  always 
an  undisguised  and  generous  foe  where  he  had  any  just 
grounds  for  animosity  ;  but,  even  in  politics,  where  any 
chicanery  is  usually  deemed  legitimate,  he  scorned  to  use 
unfair  means  to  obtain  an  advantage. 

In  the  intellect  necessary  to  grasp  and  deal  with  politi- 
cal propositions  and  emergencies  Col.  Washington  has 
never  had  a  superior  on  the  Pacific  Coast.  Politically, 
other  men  have   been    more   prosperous   because  they 
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operated  upon  men  who  are  pliable  and  purchasable,  it 
may  be,  while  he  relied  upon  principles  which  are  fixed 
and  immutable  for  his  success.  In  fact,  he  was  no  poli- 
tician in  the  usual  meaning  of  the  word.  He  despised 
the  tricks  and  artifices  generally  resorted  to  by  such  a 
character.  He  never  was,  but  once,  a  candidate  for  office 
before  the  people,  and  that  was  for  the  Recordership  of 
Sacramento,  heretofore  alluded  to.  Several  times  his 
friends  have  mentioned  his  name  as  candidate  for  Gov- 
ernor or  United  States  Senator,  but  he  never  yielded 
thorough  assent  to  any  such  propositions,  and  never  made 
any  personal  effort  to  attain  either  position.  In  1868  he 
was  appointed  Tide  Land  Commissioner  by  Governor 
Haight,  and,  in  that  capacity,  as  the  record  plainly  dis- 
closes, in  conjunction  with  his  colleagues,  Messrs.  Bullock 
and  Gibbons,  by  the  conscientious  discharge  of  his  duties 
has  done  the  State  good  service. 

As  an  orator,  had  Colonel  Washington  cultivated  his 
capacity  in  that  direction,  he  would  have  attained  great 
distinction.  Had  he  sedulously  followed  the  practice  of 
law  and  devoted  to  that  pursuit  all  his  mental  faculties, 
he  would  have  outranked  many  of  his  fellow-men  now 
high  on  the  roll  of  honor  in  the  profession.  As  a  poet, 
he  has  written  some  of  the  most  exquisite  verses  which 
have  been  penned  in  our  language. 

It  is  a  vain  and  feeble  effort  of  friendship  for  us,  over- 
whelmed by  his  loss,  to  attempt  to  do  proper  honor  to  the 
memory  of  our  late  associate.  For  more  than  twenty 
years  we  have  known  and  esteemed  the  man.  For  nearly 
seven  years,  last  past,  he  has  been  an  almost  daily  com- 
panion. Pre-eminent  over  all  the  qualities  of  his  mind 
was  his  sense  of  justice.  A  better  counsellor  in  delicate 
affairs,  requiring  unshaken  nerve  and  sound  judgment, 
we  have  never  known.  Repeatedly  he  has  tempered  the 
harshness  of  expressions,  contained  in  articles  submitted 
to  his  revision,  designed  to  wound  the  sensibilities  of  his 
political  opponents. 

His  means  for  the  conviction  and  change  of  heart  of 
those  he  deemed  radically  wrong  in  their  views  of  public 
questions  were  argument  and  facts,  not  denunciation  and 
invective.  His  theory,  even  in  politics,  was  to  mete  out 
exact  justice  to  his  antagonists. 
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But  we  will  not  dwell  longer  on  this  painful  theme. 
The  devoted  husband,  who  has  cherished  through  the  dull 
lapse  of  eleven  years  the  memory  of  his  charming  wife, 
called  from  his  side  in  the  prime  of  womanhood,  the  fond 
father,  the  faithful  friend,  is  no  more  to  greet  us  with  the 
cordial  clasp  of  the  hand,  the  kindly  glance  of  the  eye. 
Two  boys,  both  fortunately  worthy  sons  of  an  illustrious 
sire,  and  two  sweet  daughters,  now  doubly  orphaned,  are 
all  of  his  immediate  family  left  to  mourn  the  demise  of 
a  man  no  act  of  whose  life  ever  brought  reproach  upon 
the  fair  fame  of  his  illustrious  kinsman,  George  Washing- 
ton, whose  grand-nephew  he  was,  or  that  of  the  other 
great  personage  whose  name  he  bore,  Benjamin  Franklin. 
Numerous  relatives  in  other  States  of  the  Union,  and  tens 
of  thousands  of  friends  in  California  and  elsewhere,  will 
sympathize  with  his  afflicted  children  in  their  great  and 
irreparable  bereavement. 

Valued  and  long-tried  friend,  departed  incarnation  of 
true  chivalry  and  spotless  honor,  we  drop  tears  upon  thy 
grave  as  a  merited  oblation  to  thy  great  excellence. 


OBITUARY. 


Benjamin  F.  Washington. 


[From  the  Call,  January  23.] 

At  five  minutes  before  nine  o'clock  last  evening,  Ben- 
jamin F.  Washington  died  at  his  residence,  on  Sacramento 
street,  after  an  illness  of  nearly  two  months,  aged  fifty-two 
years. 

Mr.  Washington  was  a  descendant  of  a  brother  of  the 
first  President  of  the  United  States.  Born  in  the  State 
of  Virginia,  he  early  devoted  himself  to  the  study  of  the 
law,  and  after  reaching  manhood  practised  his  profession 
in  the  courts  of  the  Old  Dominion.  He  came  to  this 
State  in  1849,  with  that  great  tide  of  immigration  which 
was  attracted  by  the  stories  of  wealth  and  the  prospect  of 
adventure.  In  the  Fall  of  that  year  he  reached  Sacra- 
mento, and  immediately  obtained  a  position  in  the  Post 
Office,  where  he  remained  for  some  months.  When  the 
city  of  Sacramento  was  organized  in  the  Spring  of  1850, 
he  was  chosen  Recorder,  performing  the  duties  of  the 
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office,  which  were  similar  to  those  of  a  Police  Judge,  with 
satisfaction  to  the  city  and  credit  to  himself.  It  was 
during  his  term  of  office  that  the  famous  squatter  riots, 
in  which  the  Mayor,  Hardin  Bigelow,  was  wounded, 
occurred,  and  which  Mr.  Washington  did  much,  by  his 
exhibition  of  personal  bravery,  to  suppress. 

At  the  expiration  of  his  term  of  office,  he  resumed  the 
practice  of  law  again,  abandoning  it  in  the  Winter  of 
1852  to  establish  a  Democratic  newspaper,  the  State 
Journal,  in  conjunction  with  Vincent  E.  Geiger,  Mr. 
Washington  having  editorial  charge.  The  paper  was 
partisan,  and  advocated  the  so-called  chivalry  wing  of 
the  party.  The  paper  increased  in  influence,  and  soon 
became  the  organ  of  the  party.  In  1853,  Mr.  Washing- 
ton, in  company  with  Messrs.  Geiger  &  Kerr,  purchased 
the  Placer  Times  and  Transcript  of  this  city. 

It  was  soon  after  this  period  that  Mr.  Washington 
achieved  celebrity  in  the  discussion  of  a  question  which 
was  considered  of  great  importance  by  the  party  in 
power,  and  which  afterward  had  much  to  do  with  the 
opposition  of  Senator  Broderick  to  the  Buchanan  Ad- 
ministration. Mr.  Broderick  desired  to  have  the  election 
for  U.  S.  Senator,  to  succeed  Mr.  Gwin,  whose  term  did 
not  expire  until  two  years  after,  be  held  by  the  Legisla- 
ture then  in  session.  This  project  was  opposed  by  Mr. 
Washington  in  the  Times  and  Transcript  with  great 
vigor  and  ability,  on  the  ground  that  it  would  be  an 
assumption  of  the  rights  of  a  legislative  assembly  in 
futuro.  Without  doubt,  to  his  efforts  was  due  the  defeat 
of  the  scheme,  securing  the  animosity  of  Mr.  Broderick, 
and  widening  the  breach  between  the  two  wings  of  the 
party. 

He  continued  his  connection  with  the  paper  up  to  the 
time  of  the  gubernatorial  election  of  '55,  when  Governor 
John  Bigler,  this  being  his  third  nomination,  wTas  defeated 
by  the  Know-Nothing  candidate,  J.  Neeley  Johnson. 
He  then  retired  from  journalism. 

When  President  Buchanan  assumed  the  duties  of 
Chief  Magistrate  of  the  Nation  he  appointed  Mr.  Wash- 
ington Collector  of  the  Port  of  San  Francisco.  This  was 
taken  as  a  personal  affront  by  Senator  Broderick,  and 
from  that  time  he  placed  himself  in  opposition  to  the 
Administration.     Mr.  Washington  proved  himself  a  good 
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officer,  and  went  out  with  his  party  in  1860  with  no 
worse  accusations  against  him  than  that  he  had  benefited 
the  character  of  his  party  by  performing  the  duties  of 
his  position  faithfully  and  well.  After  this  Mr.  Wash- 
ington retired  to  his  ranch  in  Tehama  County,  returning 
to  this  city  on  the  establishment  of  the  Examiner  news- 
paper, June,  1865,  of  which  he  assumed  editorial  charge, 
retaining  the  position  up  to  the  time  of  his  prostration 
by  rheumatic  gout,  of  which  disease  he  died.  He  was 
appointed  one  of  the  Board  of  Tide  Land  Commissioners 
by  Governor  Haight,  performing  his  duties  with  perfect 
satisfaction.  He  leaves  a  family  of  two  sons  and  two 
daughters. 

Mr.  Washington  was  a  gentleman  of  pleasing  manners, 
generous  disposition,  and  as  enjoyable  in  companionship 
as  he  was  gentle  and  kind  in  the  domestic  circle.  He 
was  possessed  of  a  large  amount  of  information,  and,  as 
a  writer,  was  forcible,  after  the  style  now  somewhat  out 
of  favor,  but  which  was  formerly  esteemed  most  vigorous. 
His  sense  of  humor  was  keen,  and  at  times  when  he 
wrote  in  a  lighter  vein  and  treated  subjects  not  political, 
he  produced  articles  which  were  hearty  in  their  tone  and 
delightful  to  the  appreciative  reader.  In  politics  he  was 
always  a  staunch  and  steady  Democrat  of  the  old  school — 
never  losing  his  fondness  for  the  Constitution,  and  find- 
ing satisfaction  in  dwelling  on  the  "  resolutions  of  '98." 
With  the  more  recent  evolutions  of  the  party  he  had 
little  sympathy ;  he  accepted  the  changes,  although  he 
did  not  wholly  approve  them.  His  tastes  and  his  sym- 
pathies were  with  the  old  Southern  Democracy  and  not 
in  the  more  modern  innovations  on  the  ancient  beliefs. 
Although  an  earnest  partisan,  he  was  a  fair-minded  man, 
liberal  in  his  estimate  of  men,  generous  and  kind  to  his 
associates,  a  gentleman  of  noble  instincts,  and  whose  loss 
is  deeply  regretted  by  all  who  knew  him,  and  most  de- 
plored by  those  who  knew  him  best. 


BENJAMIN   F.   WASHINGTON. 

[From  the  Chronicle,  January  23.] 

This  gentleman  died  last  evening,  at  9  o'clock,  of 
rheumatic  gout,  from  which  he  had  been  suffering  for 
several  weeks   past,  and   which,  finally   attacking   the 
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brain,  caused  his  death,  he  having  been  unconscious,, 
except  at  intervals,  for  more  than  a  week  past.  Colonel 
Washington  was  born  in  1820,  and  was  consequently  52 
years  of  age  at  the  time  of  his  death.  He  came  to  this 
country  in  1849,  and  was  first  brought  prominently  be- 
fore the  public  as  Recorder  of  Sacramento  during  the 
"squatter  riots"  of  1850.  In  1857  he  was  appointed 
Collector  of  the  Port  of  San  Francisco  by  President 
Buchanan,  and  continued  to  hold  that  office  until  1861. 
He  was  editor  of  the  Times  and  Transcript  published  in 
this  city  during  the  political  contest  between  Gwin  and 
Broderick,  and  his  articles  during  that  time  were  charac- 
terized by  unusual  strength  and  vigor.  During  the  war 
he  took  no  part  in  politics,  although  his  sympathies  were 
with  the  South.  At  this  time  he  resided  entirely  on  his 
ranch  in  Tehama  county,  and  occupied  himself  with 
agricultural  pursuits.  Six  years  ago  he  edited  the  Ex- 
aminer, an  evening  Democratic  journal,  retaining  the 
position  of  its  chief  editor  until  his  death.  He  was  ap- 
pointed Tide  Land  Commissioner  by  Governor  Haight, 
and  was  elected  President  of  the  Board,  in  which  office 
he  continued  until  a  few  days  since.  Colonel  Washing- 
ton leaves  two  sons,  both  of  age  and  residing  in  this  city, 
and  two  daughters,  both  young  ladies,  and  now  in 
attendance  at  the  Mills  Institute,  Oakland.  His  death 
occurred  at  his  residence  on  Sacramento  street,  near 
Powell.  The  time  of  his  funeral  will  be  announced  by 
the  evening  papers  of  to-day. 


DEATH  OF  COLONEL.  WASHINGTON. 

[From  the  Alta,  January  23.] 

Colonel  B.  F.  Washington,  editor  of  the  Examiner, 
died  in  this  city  yesterday,  at  the  age  of  fifty-two,  of 
rheumatic  gout,  which  we  understand  is  hereditary  in 
his  family.  Colonel  Washington  was  oue  of  our  oldest 
editors.  We  believe,  in  point  of  seniority,  he  is  only 
out-ranked  by  Messrs.  Fitch  &  Pickering,  of  the  Bulletin. 
He  came  to  this  State  in  1849,  was  Mayor  of  Sacramento 
in  1852,  during  the  time  of  the  squatter  riots.  He  subse- 
quently became  the  editor  of  the  Times  and  Transcript, 
upon  which  paper  he  acquired  great  celebrity  by  the 
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terseness,  vigor  and  profundity  of  his  articles  on  political 
subjects.  He  held  the  office  of  Collector  of  the  Port 
during  the  Administration  of  James  Buchanan,  and 
more  recently  was  a  member  of  the  Board  of  State  Tide 
Land  Commissioners.  Colonel  Washington  was  essen- 
tially a  gentleman  of  the  old  school,  courteous,  modest 
and  brave.  During  his  official  career  not  even  a  whisper 
to  his  prejudice  was  ever  heard.  His  character  was 
reflected  in  his  writings.  We  have  never  known  him 
to  take  an  unfair  advantage  of  an  opponent  or  to  descend 
to  clap-trap  in  his  arguments.  Some  of  his  productions 
are  deserving  of  a  higher  place  in  literature  than  the 
columns  of  a  daily  newspaper.  Colonel  Washington  had 
a  large  circle  of  friends  and  admirers  who  remained  true 
to  him  in  all  the  phases  of  his  career.  By  them,  we 
have  no  doubt,  he  will  be  long  and  sincerely  mourned.

Thornton  Augustin  Washington  was  educated  at  the 
old  Charlestown  Academy  and  at  home  under  a  private 
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tutor,  a  graduate  of  Princeton  College ;  was  appointed 
by  the  Honorable  William  Lucas,  member  of  Congress 
from  Jefferson  County,  Virginia,  a  cadet  at  West  Point ; 
entered  the  military  academy  in  June,  1845 ;  was 
graduated  in  June,  1849 ;  served  continuously  on  ex- 
treme frontier  duty,  with  the  exception  of  about  four  or 
five  years  on  department  and  regimental  staff  and 
special  detail  on  general  recruiting  service,  and  at  the 
U.  S.  Military  Academy  until  he  resigned  from  the 
army,  April  8,  1861.  Joined  the  Confederacy ;  commis- 
sioned by  President  Jefferson  Davis  captain  in  the  regular

Selected  October  13,  1851,  by  the  regimental  com- 
mander under  orders  of  General  Persifer  F.  Smith,  to 
command  a  mounted  escort  to  Major  William  H.  Emory, 
U.  S.  Topographical  Engineer  Astronomer  and  Surveyor, 
United  States  and  Mexican  boundary  commission  and 
outfit,  from  Fort  Merrill  on  the  Rio  Seco  60  miles  west 
of  San  Antonio,  Texas,  to  Frontera,  New  Mexico,  a  few 
miles  above  El  Paso,  Texas ;  returned  with  a  party  of 
surveyors  to  Fort  Duncan,  Eagle  Pass,  Texas,  reaching 
there  about  the  middle  of  January,  1852,  making  a  total 
march  of  about  1,500  miles  in  about  six  weeks'  time. 
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For  information  as  to  facts  connected  with  service  in 
the  Indian  wars  on  the  Texas  frontier  in  1852-3-4,  see

uates of  the  U.  S.  Military  Academy." 

Olive  Ann  (Jones)  Washington  was  born  in  Detroit, 
Michigan,  September  8,  1839 ;  removed  with  her  father's 
family  when  quite  a  child,  first  to  St.  Louis,  Missouri ; 
thence  to  the  Brazos  river,  Texas ;  thence  to  San  An- 
tonio, Texas,  as  a  permanent  home.  She  was  educated 
at  the  Moravian  Female  Seminary,  Bethlehem,  Penn- 
sylvania, Mr.  Enoch  Jones  was  an  extensive  and  suc- 
cessful merchant,  stock-raiser,  and  land-owner.  He 
acquired,  through  foresight,  good  judgment,  and  sound 
business  methods,  a  landed  estate  of  40  Spanish  leagues, 
equal  to  nearly  175,000  acres.  All  of  his  personal  estate, 
which  was  very  large,  consisting  of  merchandise,  horses, 
sheep,  cattle,  implements,  etc.,  and  nearly  the  whole  of 
this  princely  domain  was  lost  to  his  heirs,  partly  through 
vicissitudes  consequent  upon  the  civil  war  but  mainly 
through  mismanagement  and  "  vile  indirection." 

Mr.  Jones  died  at  San  Antonio,  Texas,  August,  1863. 
His  first  wife,  Olive  Ann  (Selkrigg)  Jones,  the  mother  of 
Mrs.  T.  A.  Washington,  also  died  at  San  Antonio,  No- 
vember 20,  1848.  His  widow  (second  wife)  and  nearly 
all  of  his  surviving  children  reside  there  now. 

The  following  facts  relating  to  her  family  history  were 
furnished  by  Mrs.  T.  A.  Washington,  the  compiler's  wife, 
at  his  request,  for  this  publication : 

"  My  father,  Mr.  Enoch  Jones,  was  born  in  Worcester, 
Ohio,  in  1802.  His  father  and  my  grandfather  was  a 
Baptist  minister.  His  name  was  Thomas  Griffith  Jones, 
and  he  emigrated  to  the  United  States  from  Wales,  Great 
Britain.  My  father  left  his  home  in  Detroit,  Michigan, 
in  1840;  thence  to  St.  Louis,  Missouri;  thence  to  San 
Antonio,  Texas,  where  he  died  in  August,  1863. 

"  My  great-great-great  grandfather  on  my  mother's 
side  came  from  Glasgow,  Scotland,  to  this  country  in 
1730.     He  could  speak  only  the  Erse  and  Latin.     His 
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name,  as  he  pronounced  it,  was  William  Selkriggs,  but  it 
is  supposed  that  it  was  Selkirk,  although  his  descendants 
have  always  written  the  name  Selkrig.  He  settled  in 
Waterbury,  Connecticut ;  was  in  the  King's  service  from 
1752  to  1759,  and  was  at  the  battle  of  Abercrombie.  My 
•great  grandfather  was  born  at  Derby  Narrows,  May  25, 
1756,  and  served  in  the  war  of  the  revolution  from  1775 
to  1783 ;  was  in  Colonel  Baldwin's  regiment  in  General 
Israel  Putnam's  command ;  was  in  the  battles  of  Long 
Island  and  New  York,  and  was  with  the  troops  that 
crossed  General  Washington  over  the  East  river.  He 
often  saw  General  Washington.  As  my  grandfather  and 
other  soldiers  were  returning  to  their  homes  on  sick 
leave  the  General  asked  them :  '  Where  are  you  going, 
boys  ?  '  They  told  him,  and  he  said :  '  Go,  and  don't 
forget  to  come  back.'  He  was  also  with  General  Put- 
nam at  Burgoyne's  surrender  in  1778,  and  was  25  years 
old  at  the  close  of  the  war. 

"  My  grandfather,  Lorrin  Selkrig,  was  born  December 
25,  1786.  He  married  Jemima  Vassar,  of  Poughkeepsie, 
New  York,  a  sister  of  Matthew  Vassar,  the  founder  of 
Vassar  Female  College  at  that  place.  Their  daughter, 
Olive  Ann  Selkrig,  who  married  for  second  husband 
Enoch  Jones,  was  my  mother.  She  was  born  November 
20,  1810,  and  died  at  San  Antonio,  Texas,  August  — , 
1848."

Tenth  child  of  John  Thornton  Augustin  and  Elizabeth 
Conrad  (Bedinger)  Washington,  was  born  at  "  Cedar 
Lawn,"  Jefferson  County,  Virginia,  now  West  Virginia, 
March  28,  1829 ;  married  there  February  8, 1854,  to  Sol- 
omon Singleton  Bedinger  (a),  of  Lewis  County,  Kentucky. 

(a)  Solomon  Singleton  Bedinger  was  a  grandson  of  the  Hon.  George 
Michael  Bedinger,  of  Kentucky,  a  brief  sketch  of  whose  history  is  given  in 
the  history  of  Susan  Ellsworth  Washington. 

Solomon  Singleton  Bedinger  was  a  farmer  in  Lewis  County,  Kentucky, 
one  of  the  counties  contiguous  to  the  Ohio  river,  and  removed  with  his 
and  members  of  his  wife's  family  to  the  State  of  Missouri,  as  above  stated, 
where  he  and  they  invested  extensively  in  Government  lands  of  exceeding 
fertility,  and  where  in  a  very  short  period  of  time  they  became  prosperous 
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Removed  with  her  husband  to  Lewis  County,  Kentucky, 
in  1854;  to  Johnson  County,  Missouri,  in  1856;  to  Con- 
way County,  Arkansas,  in  1866.  Mildred  (Berry  Wash- 
ington) Bedinger  died  on  their  plantation  near  Lewis- 
burg,  Conway  County,  Arkansas,  November  8,  1871. 
Solomon  Singleton  Bedinger  died  at  same  place  February 
8,1873.

Mrs.  Mildred  Berry  (Washington)  Bedinger,  wife  of 
Solomon  Singleton  Bedinger,  and  the  mother  of  the 
above-described  children,  and  whose  history  has  already 
been  given,  was  the  tenth  child  of  John  Thornton  Augus- 
tin  and  his  wife,  Elizabeth  Conrad  (Bedinger)  Washing- 
ton ;  first  of  Thornton  and  second  wife,  Mildred  (Berry) 
Washington;  first  of  Colonel  Samuel  and  second  wife, 

with  bright  futures  ahead.  These  encouraging  pictures  were,  however, 
destined,  at  no  distant  day,  to  be  blotted  out  by  the  unsparing  hand  of  a 
disastrous  civil  war.  Their  ..personal  estate  of  every  description  was  soon 
destroyed  as  one  of  the  results,  and  their  lands  unavoidably  sacrificed  after 
its  close.  Mr.  Bedinger  gave  his  services  to  the  southern  cause,  taking  an 
active  part  in  the  struggle  to  its  close,  shortly  after  which  he  removed 
with  his  family  to  Conway  County,  Arkansas,  where  he  engaged  in  cotton 
planting,  which  occupation  he  was  following  at  the  time  of  his  death. 
He  was  a  man  of  magnificent  physique,  perfect  development  and  propor- 
tion, standing  six  feet  and  four  inches  in  height,  and  possessed,  besides,  of 
unusual  energy,  force  of  character,  executive  capacity,  sound  judgment, 
and  high  sense  of  honor,  all  of  which  elements  constituted  a  guarantee  of 
success  but  for  his  untimely  death.

wife,  Mary  (Ball)  Washington ;  second  of  Laurence  and 
Mildred  (Warner)  Washington ;  first  of  Colonel  John,  the 
emigrant  from  England  to  Bridges'  Creek,  Westmore- 
land County,  Virginia,  and  second  wife,  Anne  (Pope) 
Washington,  was  horn  at  "Cedar  Lawn,"  near  Charles- 
town,  the  county  seat  of  Jefferson  County,  Virginia, 
now  West  Virginia,  December  9,  1830.  Married  at 
Otterville,  Cooper  County,  Missouri,  by  the  Reverend 
J.  B.  Logan,  April  11,  1871,  Mary  Virginia,  daughter 
of  Squire  William  Roland  and  Mahala  Dempsey,  of  that 
town,  who  were  natives  of  the  State  of  Virginia.

"  He  was  cashier  of  customs,  under  his  brother,  B.  F. 
"  Washington,  during  his  administration  as  Collector  of 
"  the  Port  of  San  Francisco,  in  1857  to  1861.  He  edited 
" the  Daily  and  Weekly  National  during  the  years  1858-9, 
"  in  conjunction  with  George  Penn  Johnson ;  obtained 
"  license  to  practice  law  in  the  supreme  court  of  California 
"in  spring  of  1861.  Resigned  as  cashier  of  customs 
"  when  the  civil  war  commenced.  Reached  Missouri  in 
"summer  of  1861,  and  entered  State  service  on  Confed- 
"  erate  side.  Was  in  the  service  of  the  Confederate  States ; 
"  wounded  and  captured  while  on  Price's  raid  into  Mis- 
"  souri  near  Fort  Scott,  October  24,  1864.  Sent  to  John- 
"  son's  Island  and  remained  there  until  the  surrender  of

As  above  related,  George  Washington  was  born  at 
"  Cedar  Lawn  "  (in  the  "  New  House  "),  about  three  miles 
due  west  from  Charlestown,  the  county  seat  of  Jefferson 
County,  Virginia,  now  in  West  Virginia,  December  9, 
1830,  and  was  the  eleventh  child  of  John  Thornton  Au- 
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gustine  and  his  wife,  Elizabeth  Conrad  (Bedinger)  Wash- 
ington ;  was  educated  at  a  private  school  and  was  pre- 
pared to  enter  the  University  of  Virginia.  When  17J 
vears  old  he  went  to  work  on  the  farm  of  Colonel  Robert 
Lucas,  a  neighbor  and  near  friend  of  the  family  and  one 
of  the  most  energetic  and  successful  farmers  in  the  county, 
in  order  to  acquire  a  practical  knowledge  of  the  business ; 
remained  with  Colonel  Lucas  till  the  spring  of  1849 ;  took 
charge  of  the  "  Cedar  Lawn  "  farm  when  a  little  over  18 
years  of  age ;  rented  and  worked  that  and  the  "  Bull  Skin  " 
place  for  six  years,  paying  off  all  the  indebtedness  of  the 
estate  and  winding  up  its  affairs  with  money  ahead ; 
made  a  trip  to  the  State  of  Texas  in  1854  by  way  of  pros- 
pecting ;  to  Missouri  in  1855 ;  returning  home,  sold  out 
his  interest  and  settled  up  and  divided  his  father's  estate 
among  the  several  heirs  to  the  entire  satisfaction  of  all 
concerned ;  removed  to  Missouri  with  the  family  in  spring 
of  1856 ;  returned  to  Virginia,  spring  of  1857 ;  returned 
to  Missouri  and  thence  to  California  in  May,  1857 ;  was 
four  years  cashier  of  customs  of  the  port  of  San  Fran- 
cisco under  his  brother,  Colonel  B.  F.  Washington,  the 
collector,  during  President  Buchanan's  administration, 
and  when  afterwards  a  settlement  of  the  affairs  of  the 
office  was  had  with  Mr.  Lincoln's  administration,  a  bal- 
ance was  found  to  the  credit  of  the  collector;  1856, 
licenced  to  practice  law  in  Missouri;  two  years  editor 
Daily  and  Weekly  National,  San  Francisco,  California, 
1858-9 ;  1860,  licenced  to  practice  law  in  supreme  court 
of  California ;  returned  to  Missouri,  August,  1861 ;  pri- 
vate in  General  Price's  army  ;  at  first  battle  of  Lexing- 
ton, Missouri ;  at  battle  of  Pea  Ridge,  Arkansas,  where 
he  was  slightly  wounded  ;  with  his  brother,  Colonel  T.  A. 
Washington,  at  San  Antonio,  Texas ;  was  sent  to  Rich- 
mond for  funds;  to  Arkansas  in  1864;  a  private  with 
General  Marmaduke's  command;  at  "Lake  Village  ?> 
fight,  which  was  a  Confederate  victory ;  appointed  adju- 
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tant  of  Colonel  Carleton's  regiment,  Arkansas  cavalry, 
previous  to  Price's  march  into  Missouri ;  in  every  im- 
portant battle  and  skirmish  until  wounded  and  captured 
at  Mine  creek  near  the  Kansas  and  Missouri  border,  Oc- 
tober, 1864,  where  General  Marmaduke  was  captured  ; 
sent  to  Johnson's  Island  prison  on  the  Lakes ;  exchanged 
May,  1865,  at  mouth  of  Red  river  "  after  having  been 
incarcerated  in  every  prison  from  St.  Louis  to  Johnson's 
Island  and  from  that  point  back  to  Cairo  and  New  Or- 
leans ; "  to  St.  Louis  in  summer  of  1865 ;  to  Johnson 
County,  Missouri,  1866 ;  visited  New  York  City  and  Vir- 
ginia, 1867-1868 ;  married  (as  above  related)  April  11, 
1871,  Mary  Virginia  Dempsey,  of  Otterville,  Missouri ; 
from  the  result  of  vicissitudes  due  to  the  civil  war  lost 
all  his  personal  and  splendid  landed  estate  in  Missouri; 
after  marriage  located  at  Centerview,  Johnson  County, 
Missouri,  where  he  now  resides ;  was  justice  of  the  peace 
and  notary  public  about  ten  years  and  one  of  the  judges 
of  the  county  court,  1872  to  1878 ;  insurance  agent  and 
United  States  postmaster  at  Centerview  since  October, 
1879. —  Condensed  from  personal  reminiscences  furnished  by 
Honorable  George  Washington  to  the  compiler. 

George  Washington  died  at  Centerview,  Johnson 
County,  Missouri,  November  20,  1890.  He  would  have 
been  sixty  years  of  age  had  he  lived  until  December  9, 
1890. 

The  following  tribute  from  the  pen  of  Judge  Daniel  B. 
Lucas,  President  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Appeals  of  the 
State  of  Virginia,  is  a  truthful  and  fit  conclusion  to  the 
above  facts  relating  to  the  history  of  Judge  George  Wash- 
ington : 

IN    MEMORIAM. 


Judge  George  Washington. 

After  a  brief  illness,  at  his  residence  in  Centre  View, 
Johnson  county,  Missouri,  died  George  Washington, 
formerly  a  resident  of  this  (Jefferson)  county,  aged  about 
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sixty  years.  Judge  Washington  was  born  at  Cedar  Lawn, 
in  this  county,  on  the  9th  of  December,  1830.  His  father 
was  John  Thornton  Augustine  Washington,  a  nephew  of 
General  George  Washington.  His  mother  was  Elizabeth 
Conrad  Bedinger,  a  daughter  of  Captain  Daniel  Bedinger 
(a  revolutionary  soldier),  and  a  sister  of  the  late  Hon. 
Henry  Bedinger  and  of  Mrs.  Edmund  I.  Lee,  of  Shep- 
herdstown,  in  this  county. 

In  March,  1856,  Judge  Washington,  with  a  colony  of 
friends  and  relatives,  moved  to  Johnson  county,  Mis- 
souri. 

After  a  brief  residence  there,  he  went  to  California, 
where  he  held  for  some  time  the  position  of  cashier  of 
customs  under  his  brother,  Hon.  B.  F.  Washington,  who 
at  that  time  was  U.  S.  Collector  of  Customs  of  San  Fran- 
cisco. During  the  years  of  1858-59,  he  edited  the  daily 
and  weekly  National,  and  in  1859  obtained  a  license  to 
practice  law  in  the  supreme  court  of  California.  Resign- 
ing his  position  as  cashier  of  customs,  he  returned  to  Mis- 
souri and  entered  the  Confederate  service  in  1861.  He 
was  wounded  and  captured  during  one  of  Price's  raids 
near  Fort  Scott,  Oct.  25,  1864,  and  was  sent  to  Johnson's 
Island,  and  remained  there  until  the  fall  of  Richmond. 
He  was  then  transferred  to  Cairo,  from  thence  to  New 
Orleans,  and  finally  exchanged  at  the  mouth  of  Red  river, 
May  4,  1865.  In  the  spring  of  1865  he  returned  to  John- 
son county.  He  was  married  at  Otterville,  Cooper  county, 
on  the  11  of  April,  1871,  to  Miss  Mary  Virginia  Demp- 
sey  of  that  place.  He  held  the  office  of  county  judge 
from  1872  to  '78,  was  justice  of  the  peace  many  years,  and 
postmaster  at  Centerview  twelve  years,  which  position  he 
held  at  the  time  of  his  death. 

Judge  Washington  just  after  attaining  his  majority  was 
nominated  for  the  House  of  Delegates  by  the  democracy 
of  this  county,  but  failed  of  his  election  by  a  very  few 
votes.  While  cashier  of  customs  in  California  he  handled 
millions  of  dollars  of  public  money,  and  the  accounts  of 
the  office  when  finally  settled  showed  a  small  balance 
against  the  Government,  which  was  duly  certified  by  the 
Department  at  Washington,  and  paid  over  to  the  collector 
of  Customs  after  the  close  of  the  civil  war.  Indeed,  ster- 
ling and  inflexible  honesty  was  one  of  Judge  Washing- 
ton's most  striking  characteristics.     He  was,  also,  a  man 
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of  the  very  highest  and  most  chivalrous  courage.  After 
his  first  terra  of  enlistment  as  a  private  in  General  Price's 
army  had  expired,  he  was  connected  with  the  quarter- 
master's department  in  Texas,  but  soon  tired  of  such  in- 
activity and  went  to  Arkansas  and  enlisted  again  as  a 
private  in  the  command  of  Gen'l  Marmaduke.  He  rose 
to  the  rank  of  lieutenant,  and  was  appointed  adjutant  to 
Col.  Carlton's  regiment  of  Arkansas  troops.  While  serv- 
ing in  this  position  he  was  wounded  and  captured,  as 
above  stated. 

He  was  a  gentleman  of  fine  literary  taste,  and  marked 
genius. 

When  impelled  by  a  strong  sense  of  duty  to  abandon 
California  and  enter  the  Southern  army  as  a  private  sol- 
dier, he  left  behind  him  the  promise  of  a  brilliant  jour- 
nalistic career.  He  embarked  everything  in  the  cause  of 
his  country,  and  lost  health,  property,  and  fame  in  the 
grand  struggle  which  marked  the  period  of  the  civil  war. 
In  the  utilitarian  sense  of  worldly  prosperity,  his  career 
was  not  successful;  but  in  the  higher  and  truer  sense  of 
a  strict,  unfaltering  devotion  to  duty,  his  life  was  emi- 
nently successful,  and  his  example  worthy  of  remem- 
brance and  imitation. 

In  his  adopted  county  and  State  he  had  many  warm 
admirers  and  friends,  who  assembled  in  large  numbers  to 
pay  their  last  tribute  of  respect  at  his  funeral.  In  this, 
the  county  of  his  birth,  many  of  his  old  friends  and  rela- 
tions survive  to  mourn  his  demise  and  to  cherish  his 
memory. 

The  writer  knew  him  intimately  from  boyhood,  and 
he  can  say  conscientiously,  and  without  undue  partiality, 
that  he  has  never  known  a  character  more  manly,  chiv- 
alrous, brave,  and  upright.  L.

He  served 
through  the  civil  war  in  the  southern  army ;  after  its 
close,  1877,  removed  to  Texas ;  lived  a  number  of  years 
near  Cleburne,  in  Johnson  County,  that  State  ;  removed 
to  Parker  County  in  February,  1889,  and  purchased  a 
piece  of  land  adjoining  the  town  of  Weatherford,  where 
they  now  reside.

This  family  all  live  together  on  their  handsome  and 
newly  acquired  homestead  adjoining  the  town  of  Weather- 
ford,  Parker  County,  Texas,  a  thriving  young  city  of  about 
6,000  population,  and  in  the  midst  of  a  rich  agricultural 
and  fruit-growing  region. 

Henry  Clay  Bedinger,  the  father  of  this  family,  is  a 
grandson  of  the  Honorable  George  Michael  Bedinger, 
the  following  brief  sketch  of  whose  public  career  is  copied 
from  the  Political  Register  and  Congressional  Directory, 
1776  to  1878 : 

"  George  Michael  Bedinger  was  born  in  Virginia  and 
was  one  of  the  earliest  emigrants  to  Kentucky ;  served 
as  adjutant  in  the  expedition  against  Chillicothe  in 
1779 ;  as  major  at  the  battle  of  Blue  Licks  in  1782 ;  as 
major  in  Darke's  Regiment  in  1791;  as  major  commanding 
the  Winchester  Battalion  of  Sharpshooters  in  the  St. 
Clair  expedition,  1791 ;  and  as  major  commanding  the 
3d  sub-Legion  of  U.  S.  Infantry  from  April  11,  1792,  to 
February  23,  1793 ;  was  a  member  of  the  State  House  of 
Representatives  in  1 795 ;  was  elected  a  Representative 
from  Kentucky  in  the  eighth  Congress ;  was  re-elected  to 
the  ninth  Congress,  serving  from  October  17,  1803,  to 
March  3,  1807,  and  died  at  the  Blue  Lick  Springs,  Ken- 
tucky, in  1844." 

The  following  is  either  a  literal  copy  or  condensed 
from  a  letter,  dated  August  9, 1890,  and  written  to  him  by 
the  compiler's  sister,  Mrs.  Henry  Clay  (Washington)  Bed- 
inger, now  residing  with  her  family  at  their  new  home 
in  Parker  County,  Texas,  in  response  to  inquiries  relating 
to  their  family  history : 

"In  the  year  1855  we  all  left  our  dear  old  home, 
'  Cedar  Lawn,'  Jefferson  County,  Virginia.  I  went  to 
Lewis  County,  Kentucky,  with  Solomon  S.  Bedinger 
and  his  wife,  Mildred  (her  brother-in-law  and  sister). 
The  next  spring,  1856,  we,  with  our  brother  Daniel 
Bedinger     Washington     and     family,    brother    George 
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and  sister  Sally,  and  Henry  Clay  Bedinger,  younger 
brother  of  Solomon,  removed  to  Johnson  County,  Mis- 
souri, where  Solomon  bought  a  home  and  called  it 
1  Sunny  Side.'  There  Hal  and  I  were  married,  May  22, 
1857,  with  the  Episcopal  service  by  Jerry  Farmer,  a  Bap- 
tist minister.  Leaving  for  Lewis  County,  Kentucky,  my 
husband's  native  place,  we  sojourned  there  until  Septem- 
ber of  the  same  year,  when  we  returned  to  Missouri  and 
settled  on  Hal's  farm  adjoining  that  of  his  brother  and 
which  he  had  previously  purchased,  both  farms  being 
near  the  Kansas  border,  and  where  we  remained  until 
the  breaking  out  of  the  civil  war,  when  Hal  left  for  the 
army.  I,  remaining  behind,  spent  the  years  of  the  war 
between  Cass,  Howard,  and  Johnson  counties.  Hal  came 
back  to  his  farm  in  1866,  having  lost  all  of  his  slaves 
and  other  personal  estate,  and  after  selling  a  portion 
of  it  containing  the  homestead,  built  a  new  house  and 
remained  until  1877.

"  My  husband,  Henry  Clay  Bedinger,  is  a  grandson  of 
the  Honorable  George  Michael  Bedinger,  who  was  born 
near  Shepherdstown,  Berkeley  County,  Virginia,  and  was 
one  of  the  earliest  pioneers  from  that  State  to  Kentucky.
